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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Probably the most important proposal to 


The Niagara 
Meeting 


be considered at the Niagara meeting of 
the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, which begins on September 11, will 
be for the formation ofa National Federation on Pharmaceutical 
Legislation. The history of the Conference of Pharmaceutical 
Organizations in New York proves conclusively that when an 
organization can go before the officials and speak with author- 
ity for every pharmaceutical organization in a city, the argu- 
If the 


National Federation on Pharmaceutical Legislation is so organ- 


ments advanced will be given respectful consideration. 


ized that it can speak with authority for every organization in 
the United States, its arguments will carry a weight with poli- 
ticians which the arguments heretofore presented from various 
organizations have lacked. Legislators are first of all politicians, 
and with politicians numbers count. The delegate who speaks 
with the authority of the entire drug trade, numbering over 
100,000 votes, may rest assured that he will be given a respectful 
hearing. If the proposed conference is established on sufficiently 
broad lines its delegates can speak with this authority, and it 1s 
to be hoped, if vested with such authorities, the delegates will 
not fail to weigh their actions carefully and avoid committing 
either themselves or the pharmacists of the country to the sup- 
port of measures inimical to their interests. We certainly hope 
that we shall not see the delegates from such a conference sup- 
porting such an oppressive measure as was the Cullom opium 
bill, which was supported by the N. A. R. D. at the last session 


of Congress. 


The death of Dr. Frank P. 
Dr. Frank P. Foster Foster, on August 13, inflicted a 
great loss on medical journalism. 
For the past thirty-one years Dr. Foster, as editor of the New 
York Medical Journal, has filled an important place in the 
medical world. He was a man of the widest culture, of deep 
and accurate learning, of sound but kindly judgment, and of the 
highest integrity. His encyclopedic medical dictionary, giving 
the medical terminology in the English, French and German

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languages complete, is a monument of learning and of industry 
of which any man might well be proud; but the preparation of 
this stupendous work was carried on simultaneously with the 
discharge of his exacting duties as editor of one of the great 
medical journals of the world. Despite his great learning, Dr. 
Foster was simple and unostentatious in his tastes. He was of 
a genial and affectionate temperament and had a wide circle of 
warm friends in every walk of life. His tastes were catholic, 
his friends embraced leaders in literature, in the sciences and 
in art, and his death will leave a void which it will take long to 
fill. Those who have been so fortunate as to be intimately asso- 
ciated with him will miss him both as an intellectual master and 
a cordial, genial, lovable friend, who stood ever ready to help 
those less gifted than himself. 





System is what prevents waste and enables 
a man to get the most results with the least

expenditure of time and money. Any one can 
open a store, buy a lot of goods and sell 
them. Not every one can do this and make profit enough to buy 
more goods and have something left to live on. System is neces- 
sary if one is to keep right on in the business and acquire a com- 
petence. There must be a system in the buying of stock and a 
system of placing it in the store. There must be a system of dis- 
playing it and of advertising it. And there must be a system of 
selling it and of handling the help engaged to help sell it. This 
system’ means nothing more complicated than finding a right 
place for everything and keeping the thing in it all the time; 
finding a right man to perform each task and a right way for 
him to perform it and seeing that that man performs it the right 
way whenever occasion demands. Having stock in the wrong 
place means a loss of time in finding it and a loss of sales 
through the inability to find it. Having a five dollars-a-week 
boy trying to do the work of a fifteen dollars-a-week salesman 
is a losing proposition. It loses sales and loses customers. Hav- 
ing a fifteen-dollars-a-week salesman doing the work of a five- 
dollars-a-week boy is a waste and an expense just as much as 
using the newest and best broom to sweep the sidewalk, or 
throwing a graduate away when it has had oil of tar in it 
instead of cleaning out. There is a big waste in many stores 
because the proprietor instead of having cheap help do the cheap 
jobs insists upon doing them himself. The high priced man 
ought to do the work that produces high priced returns. All of 
these points are covered by a proper system. The system calls 
for a careful investigation of the needs along all lines and for a 
proper caring for these needs. Order is not only Heaven's first 
law; it is also business’ first law and it is a law that cannot be 
violated in a drug store without disastrous results. Find a drug 
store that is run without order, without system, and you will 


find a drug store that is run without profit to the owner. 





Advertisers are beginning to recognize 
the value of persistently and consis- 
tently advertising a trade name or trade 
mark, and that the cumulative effect of 


Persistent 
Advertising 


such advertising gives a value to a name or design that may be 
worth thousands of dollars. The money spent in familiarizing 
the public with the name of a product or its peculiar trade mark 
or even the style and color of the package returns value in 
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steadily increasing sales, and widespread demand for the article 
by name. That persistent advertising will create an impression 
in even unlooked for quarters is illustrated by an incident 
which comes to us from the far off Philippine Islands. When 
President Taft was governor of the Philippines, he made many 
trips to the “pacified” districts of the islands, and as a rule the 


native authorities under American rule did everything conceiv- 


able to demonstrate their loyalty. But it remained for a little 
town in Ilocan province to outdo the rest. Learning of the ap- 
proaching visit of the governor, the inhabitants prepared an 
immense banner to be hung across the principal street testifying 
to their patriotic Americanism by a big painting of the Ameri- 
can eagle and the national motto. The eagle part was all right, 
but the gravity of the governor and his party was severely 
tested by the motto, which read, “Gail Borden Eagle Brand 
Milk,” instead of the familiar “E pluribus unum.” The natives 
had never seen a picture of the American eagle except with this 
wording beneath it. They had seen many cans of Borden’s con- 
densed milk, and the label was to them the sign of American 
sovereignty. It pays to advertise if you keep everlastingly at it. 





The Committee on National Formulary 
decided at the Boston meeting that 
eighty-two articles be dropped from the 
next edition of the National Formulary,

Recipe Book 


which is soon to be published. In our issue of August 28 we also 
printed a list of one hundred and fifty-four articles which the 
Committee of Revision proposes to dismiss from the United 
States Pharmacopeeia. A question arises as to the desirability 
of a repository in book form for the formulas for these dismissed 
preparations. It is true, they can be found in the present editions 
of these standards, which books, however, when the new edi- 
tions are published, are generally relegated by the average drug- 
gist to some obscure corner, where they are not very easily 
reached. In this issue there is an article on this subject by Otto 
Raubenheimer, of Brooklyn, who has given this subject attention, 
and who was chairman of the committee on the recipe book and 
prepared a report for the Boston meeting of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association on this subject. The American Pharma- 
ceutical Association recipe book, as proposed by this committee, 
would be a fit place for the formulas for the preparations which 
are dismissed from the United States Pharmacopceia and 
National Formulary. It is a well known fact that in spite of 
their deletion, these preparations are frequently prescribed by 
physicians or called for by the laity, and therefore the pharmacist 
should have an authoritative book containing these dismissed 


formulas.

CRY OF THE UNEMPLOYED 


HERE was a meeting the other day in Philadelphia of a con- 
vention of the unemployed men, who, according to their 

own assertions, were anxious for work, but who could not 
cbtain even a temporary situation because of the fierce competi- 
tion of unskilled labor. We hear the same complaint from 
drug clerks, both among the graduates of schools of pharmacy 
and of the school of experience, and at the same time we hear 
complaint from proprietors of drug stores that they cannot get 
reliable and competent clerks. What is the matter? Is the in- 
dustrial world so out of joint that a skilled workman cannot 
both obtain and hold a position if he is steady as well as capable? 
We are inclined to believe that the fault is not so much with 
conditions as with the workers, for the one fatal defect of young 
men today is lack of preparedness and of willingness to stick 
at one thing until the subject is mastered. We have plenty of 
schools and colleges, any amount of text books and technical 
journals, but we lack the spirit of application and steadfastness. 
The average student is perfectly willing to go to college, he ex- 
pects to have a good time, accumulate a few Greek letter badges 
and perhaps win his college letter through athletic prowess, but 
not until the final examinations does he give much thought to his 
studies, and then only: eneugh to obtain his diploma and degree. 
The average apprentice begins in a drug store because he must 
get a job somewhere and earn some money to bring home, and 
drug stores attract the youngster who looks only at their 
brilliant lights and the chance to wear good clothes and be 
popular with the girls at the soda fountain. The college graduate 
starts out in the world of business with a smattering of knowl- 
edge of many subjects and a thorough knowledge of none, but 
thinks he knows how to do everything until he finds by sad ex- 
perience that he has not as yet learned anything thoroughly, The 
apprentice soon grows tired of the long hours of the drug store 
and its meagre pay and quits for something more attractive, or if 
he does stay, he has too. little common school education to be 
taught even the fundamental pharmaceutical or business mathe- 
matics. And yet the cry goes up over the land for competent 
employees; they are almost stolen from their employers or tempted 
away by promises of high salary. What causes this condition? 
It is not lack of intelligence on the part of American youth, for 
the average American boy is as smart as a Steel trap. It is not 
lack of honesty; for in spite of the example set them by our high 
It is 
not lack of chances for education, because there are free schools 


financiers the average American boy is honest by nature. 


and colleges everywhere or institutions of learning where the am- 
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bitious student can get an education at a price far below its 
cost. There is but one answer: it is lack of thoroughness, and 
by this we mean the capacity to learn a thing thoroughly, do it 
thoroughly, and stick to the job. For the young man who knows 
his job thoroughly and who can be depended upon to stay with it 
there are rewards a-plenty; for the young man who is superfi- 
cial and who thinks only of the good times he can have as soon 
as he gets out of the store there is only—a job—and that not for 
long. There are few positions, but there are plenty of “jobs.” 
Which will the young men entering colleges of pharmacy this 


year choose? 


DRUG STORE EXPLOSIONS 


ECENTLY quite a number of reports of explosions of 
various character in drug stores have reached us. One 

of the apparently strange features of these explosions is that 
most of them occurred while veteran druggists were handling 
the materials that exploded. Such accidents might certainly be 
expected with inexperienced youngsters, who are not yet fa- 
miliar with the properties of the. many chemicals handled in the 
drug store, but their occurrence when the person responsible 
shouid know better shows nothing else but carelessness. Per- 
haps the daily handling of drugs causes that familiarity which 
breeds contempt, not that the person handling them is not fully 
aware of the dangers lurking in their misuse, but that he has 
handled them so many times without accident that he relaxes 
in his carefulness and takes risks that would frighten him if 
he stopped to reflect. Just this momentary relaxation of pre- 
cautions is the cause of most of the disastrous explosions in 
powder mills, dynamite factories, etc. The workman is fully 
aware of the danger and the need of strict observance of cer- 
tain safeguards, but he has done the same work so many times 
without accident that he unconsciously gets careless and toys 
with death without a thought of his risk. Probably this same 
psychological condition is the cause of most of the mistakes in 
compounding prescriptions or dispensing medicines that occur 
even with veteran druggists, and it certainly must be the rea- 
son for some of the recently reported explosions of chemicals 
in drug stores, unless we attribute gross ignorance to men of 


long experience. 


HE moral is that one must never relax his vigilance and 

care, no matter how long he has handled certain articles 
or has performed certain operations. Every veteran pharmacist 
can remember the awe he felt as a lad of certain shelf bottles 
labeled strychnine sulphate, morphine sulphate, prussic acid, 
etc., and, alas, many can remember how soon this feeling was 
outgrown and how these dangerous drugs were handled in the 
same matter of fact way as epsom salts and syrup of squills. 
It is a safe and wholesome habit to regard all drugs and chem- 
icals handled in the drug store as possible causes of accidents, 
either because of their chemical activity or because of their ef- 
fect on the human body when misused or taken by mistake, 
and the more this fact is impressed upon the mind of the ap- 
prentice or junior clerk the better and safer pharmacist he will 
become in after years. Just as modern science has taught us 
that every case of typhoid fever in a town or city is proof of 
some one’s carelessness or lack of cleanliness, so does the record 
of drug store explosions teach us that most of them are caused 


by carelessness or lack of well known precautions. 
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HERE is, however, another cause of accidents that must not 

be overlooked, perhaps the best name for this is vanity. 
The desire of a youth to show off and to prove his knowledge 
or skill in handling dangerous materials by performing operations 
known to be dangerous in an offhand way, has been the cause 
of many accidents and the source of lifelong regret, for it is 
always better to risk temporary criticism of being afraid than 
to Suffer lifelong misery from being too daring. There are 
enough dangerous possibilities in the stock of the drug store even 
with the most constant care, and to become careless is to invite 
disaster sooner or later. As examples of what may happen 
though there be no neglect we refer our readers to our news 
columns, where we print accounts of two entirely different kinds 


of explosions occurring in drug stores recently. 


| N connection with the subject of drug store explosions we re- 
cently received a letter from an old friend relative to an ac- 
count published in the AMERICAN Druccoist of June 26, of an ex- 
plosion caused by the mixture of mercury and nitric acid while 
a drug clerk was compounding a veterinary prescription. Our 
friend gently chides us for giving credence to the report that an 
explosion could be caused by dissolving mercury in nitric acid, 
citing the preparation of citrine ointment as a familiar example 
of this reaction which is daily performed by druggists with safety. 
While the newspaper report on which our account was based did 
not go into details either as to the proportions of mercury and 
nitric acid used, the possible presence of other explo. 
sive material or as to the method of. mixture that 
caused the explosion, we are fully convinced of the 
possibilities of disastrous results from mixing nitric acid 
with mercury, if it is done as, a young friend of ours 
did not long ago. He was a diligent student deeply interested 
in chemistry and was always trying experiments, his taste lead- 
ing him to the preparation and study of explosive compounds, 
such as nitrogen iodide, fulminate of mercury and even 1 
glycerin, but up to the time he tried to prepare a batch of ful- 
minate of mercury for a celebration he managed to escape with 
nothing more serious than a few burns and a ruined suit of 
clothes. He had made fulminate of mercury before, in the classi- 
cal way, as One of his laboratory experiments, but was not per- 
mitted by his teacher to experiment on a large scale, so as noth- 
ing happened that time he felt perfectly safe to go ahead himself. 
He put several ounces of mercury into a fruit jar and poured on 
it about a pint of fuming nitric acid, as the first stage of his 
work. The first effect was not to his liking, so he took the jar 
in one hand and started to shake up the acid and mercury to 
make them “work faster.” They worked faster and the youngster 


still bears the scars of acid burns on hands and face. 


HE same thing may have happened in the case re- 
ported in our news item of June 26, making allowance 
for the exaggeration of the usual news correspondent as to the 
“frightful” nature of his injuries. If this young man had put 
the mercury into a bottle, or even an open vessel, and had then 
poured a quantity of strong nitric acid upon it, it is quite possible 
that there might have been a violent reaction and that enough of 
the acid spurted out to burn him painfully and to ruin his clothes. 
Such a calamity as ruining a new suit of clothes, especially in a 
small town, would be considered a catastrophe by a country re- 
porter, and no doubt the local newspaper viewed it as such.

N compliance with a vote passed by the Section of Education 
and Legislation of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
at the Richmond meeting last year, a committee of ten members 
representing pharmaceutical faculties and boards of pharmacy 
were selected by the chairman, Prof. Charles W. Johnson, of 
Seattle, Wash., to present a specimen set of board of pharmacy 
examination questions. The names of the members of the com- 
mittee are printed above. 

The object of a board examination is to determine if the 
candidates are safe, fit and proper persons to be entrusted with 
a certificate of registration which permits them to practice phar- 
macy in the respective states. 

Many of the states do not have any laws governing the pre- 
liminary education or requirements of the candidates, so it rests 
entirely with the boards to present such an examination as will 
enable them in the shortest possible time to reach a conclusion. 

The committee believes that two days of eight hours each day 
for examination is the shortest time which five examiners should

take to examine a class of thirty-two applicants, and that an 
extra day for each multiple of thirty-two, or fraction thereof, is 
necessary in order to properly present the oral and practical ex- 
amination. 

The written portion can of course be taken by any number 
of applicants simultaneously, the number being restricted only 
by the desk room available, 

Since the Pharmaceutical Syllabus has been accepted it 
should be the guide in all board examinations as far as practi- 
cable. 

The written portion of the examination has four subdivisions. 
(1) Materia Medica and Pharmacognosy, (2) Chemistry, (3) 
Pharmacy and (4) Metrology, and Jurisprudence. The advis- 
ability of deviating from the usual custom and introducing a 
new subject worthy of a paper by itself instead of allowing it 
to be taken care of in the papers of pharmacy and chemistry is 
due to the fact that questions as to pharmacy, chemistry and 
materia medica, even though asking the reason why, can be 
memorized. But on a problem, even if it is a simple one, 
each man has to work out the answer by himself, and 
his answer will demonstrate his ability to use reason and com- 
mon sense. 

A knowledge of pharmaceutical jurisprudence at the present 
time is essential to the lawful practice of pharmacy in almost 
every state. It is seldom taught by quizmasters and the an- 


swers given on this subject are generally founded on the per- 
sonal observation of the candidates of the practice followed in 
the stores where they work. 

The first day of examination should be occupied in answer- 
ing written questions, two hours for gach subject. 

The questions should be written in such manner that the 
properly equipped candidate should be able to understand them. 

Obsolete, obscure or catch questions and questions having a 
double meaning should be avoided. Due consideration to the 
candidate’s source of information should be given. The ques- 
tions should be of such a nature that any trained, educated 
pharmacist could pass the examination almost without any 
preparation. 

The second day of eight hours should consist of practical 
and oral examinations. 

The practical examination should comprise the compound- 
ing of: (a) five or more prescriptions, requiring two hours to 
dispense; and (b) the preparation of U. S. P. preparations, as- 
saying, tests for identity or, in fact, practical demonstration of 
the candidate’s fitness to carry out any and all of the U. S. P. 
practical operations, requiring a total of two hours’ demonstra- 
tion. 

The oral examination should embrace: (a) criticism of U. 
S. P. and N. F. preparations, (b) an examination as to the 
meaning of words and terms found in the U. S. P., (c) the 
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uses of the U. S. P. tables, etc. 
requiring about 15 or 20 min- 
utes to answer, (d) an oral criti- 
cism of prescriptions, 15 or 20 
minutes to answer, and (e) an 
oral examination in toxicology 
and posology, 15 or 20 minutes to 
answer. 

By this arrangement, counting 
eight hours a days work, with 
five examiners officiating it 
would be possible to examine 
each day thirty-two candidates. 
One examiner should oversee the 
prescription work and one the 
U. S. P. practical demonstration

In order to pass the applicant should make not less than 
525 points=75 percent. and not less than 60 percent. in any sub- 
ject. 

The opinions of the committee are somewhat divided as to 
the length of time required to answer oral questions. 

The number and quality of the questions are governed by 
the time limit of each subject. If in some instances it would 
require more time to answer them than allotted the examiners 
are requested to strike out as many of the questions as necessary. 

The committee submits below specimen questions which have 
been arranged by the different members with these principles 
in view and also with the object of presenting as varied a field 
in each subject as possible, so as to enable the candidates to 
prove that they are thoroughly conversant with all parts of 
the subject.

Tincture of Iodine as a Germicide 


Tincture of iodine has been found, both by repeated expe- 
rience and by laboratory tests, to be one of the best and simplest 
local applications to recent wounds as a preventative of infec- 
tion. It acts both as a hemostatic and stimulant to healthy gran- 
ulation and is cheap and easy of application. A recent issue of 
the New York Medical Journal recommended tincture of iodine 
as a first application to wounds to its readers and dilated upon 
the dangers of untreated wounds and the certainty of prevent- 
ing infection if the wound, no matter how slight, was thor- 
oughly painted with this preparation. Here is a chance for the 
enterprising druggist to make some money in an entirely legiti- 
mate way. Let him get up a card or circular calling attention 
to the germicidal properties of tincture of iodine and tell of its 
uses, particularly as an application to fresh wounds, cuts, 
scratches, etc., to prevent infection, putting special emphasis 
upon its practical harmlessness and ease of application. Then 
have a special label printed, not only stating the usual uses of 
tincture of iodine, but also calling attention to its efficacy as a 
safe and certain preventative of infection from wounds if 
promptly used, put up enough small bottles of the tincture to 
make a nice counter display, and keep this constantly in sight. 
Few people know of the positive germicidal properties of tinct- 
ure of iodine and would be only too glad to have it at hand, 
ready for use, especially if there are children in the family. 
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PHYSIOLOGICAL TESTING—II.

RGOT has long been the “bete noire” of the pharmacist, 
the chemist and the pharmacologist. The pharmacist is 
unable to select the best product for therapeutic purposes. De- 
spite many chemical and chemical-pharmacological researches, 
there is much disagreement as to what may be regarded as the 
desired active principle or principles. Possibly ergotoxin may 
ultimately be settled upon as representing the desired activities 
of the drug and chemical or physiological methods of assay de- 
vised, using it as the standard. For the present it does not 
seem entirely feasible. In 1896-97 I carried out some extensive 
experiments to determine the best method of physiological assay 
of ergot. Blood pressure experiments gave too variable results 
to be relied upon. The increased contraction of the gravid 
uterine muscle likewise proved to be unreliable. Finally I de- 
cided to employ cocks as the test animals, observing the degree 
of blackening of the comb and wattles, as had been done by 
Kobert and Griinfeld for experimental purposes a short time 
previously. Careful observation of the reaction’ upon chosen 
young cocks soon convinced me that it could be used as a quan- 
titative measure to show the oxytoxic value of the drug. In the 
years that have followed I have still continued to use this re- 
action and still believe that the reaction properly controlled and 
observed gives quantitative results that can be relied upon with 
much certainty. The method may be described briefly as fol- 
lows: 

A U. S. P. fluidextract of the drug, which by repeated tests 
is shown to possess the average activity of ten samples of first 
class commercial ergot, is chosen as a standard. 

The test fowls are normal, twelve to eighteen months old, 
thoroughbred white Leghorn cocks, possessing perfectly formed 
combs. It is best not to use the cocks for a longer period than 
six months and not oftener than once a month in carrying out 
the test. The alcohol is removed from the standard by evap- 
oration on the water bath and the unknown is converted into 
as nearly analogous a preparation as possible. Several of the 
fowls are given test doses of 15 Cc. of the standard and others 
varying doses, larger and smaller than 15 Cc. per kilo body 
weight. The quantity of the unknown producing, under the 
same conditions, the same degree of blackening as 15 Cc. per 
kilo body weight of the standard shows the degree of concen- 
tration or dilution that must be done to bring the strength of the 
unknown up to that of the standard. Much depends upon the 
nicety of adjustment of the laboratory conditions and the expe- 
rience of the observer. 


Ergot 


The physiological assay of ergot depends upon the charac- 
teristic blackening of the comb and wattles of selected cocks, 
when the drug or its preparations are administered internally 
in suitably sized doses. 

Normal, twelve to eighteen months old, thoroughbred white 
Leghorn cocks that have been allowed to fast for twenty-four 
hours are the test animals employed. The fowls should not be 
used for a longer period than six months nor oftener than once 
a month. 

A U. S. P. fluidextract of ergot which represents the average 
activity of not less than ten samples of first class commercial 
drug should be chosen as the standard. The alcohol contained 
in the known and the unknown should be removed by evapora- 
tion over the water bath just before using. 

The activity of the unknown, in the same form as the stand- 
ard, should be compared with the activity of the standard. The 
alcohol-free samples are introduced into the crops of several 
of the test fowls through a soft rubber tube in doses of 15 Cc. 
per kilo body weight, and by varying sized doses and repeated 
trials the amount of the unknown determined which will pro- 
duce the same degree of blackening in the parts as the test dose 
of the standard.

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Cannabis 


What has been said about the chemistry of ergot applies 
with even greater force to cannabis, Scarcely any two chemists 
have been able to agree as to what may be considered the active 
principle. Physiological experiments upon various animals have 
confirmed the belief that no one has succeeded in devising any 
method of chemical assay which can be employed with any de- 
gree of accuracy, as a means of determining the activity of the 
drug or its preparations. As is well known, cannabis, when ad- 
ministered to man and some of the lower animals, produces very 
characteristic symptoms of intoxication. Experiments show 
quite conclusively that dogs respond to the influence of the drug 
in the most constant and characteristic way of any of the com- 
monly used laboratory animals. I have employed a method of 
physiological assay based upon this reaction. It consists essen- 
tially in the careful observation of the physiological effects pro- 
duced when the drug is internally administered in suitably sized 
doses to these animals. 

It is necessary in selecting the test animals to pick out those 
that are easily susceptible to the action of cannabis, since dogs, 


.as well as human beings, vary considerably in their reaction to 


the drug. Also, preliminary tests should be made upon the ani- 
mals before they are finally selected for test purposes, in order 
that we may know exactly how they behave under given con- 
ditions. After the animals have been finally selected and found 
to respond to the standard test dose, 0.010 Gm. per kilo, they are 
set aside for this particular work, care being taken to have them 
well fed, well housed, and in every way kept under the best san- 
itary conditions. Usually we have found it desirable to keep 
two or more of the approved animals on hand at all times, so 
there may not be delay in testing samples as they come in. 

In applying the test the standard dose (in the form of solid 
extract for convenience) is administered internally in a small 
capsule. The dog’s tongue is drawn forward between the teeth 
with the left hand and the capsule placed on the back part of 
the tongue with the right hand. The tongue is then quickly 
released and the capsule swallowed with ease. In order that the 
drug may be rapidly absorbed food should be withheld for 
twenty-four hours before the test and an efficient cathartic given 
if needed. 

Within a comparatively short time the dog begins to show 
the characteristic action of the drug. There are three typical 
effects to be noticed from active extracts on susceptible animals: 
First, a stage of excitability, then a stage of incoordination, fol- 
lowed by a period of drowsiness. The first of these is so de- 
pendent on the charactertistics of the dog used that it is of lit- 
tle value for judging the activity of the drug, while with only a 
few exceptions the second, or the stage of incoordination, inva- 
riably follows in one to two hours; the dog loses control of its 
legs and of the muscles supporting its head, so that when noth- 
ing occurs to attract its attention its head will droop, its body 
sway, and, when severely affected, the animal will stagger and 
fall, the intoxication being peculiarly suggestive and striking. 

Experience is necessary on the part of the observer to deter- 
mine just when the physiological effects of the drug begin to 
manifest themselves, since there is always, as in the case of 
many chemical tests, a personal factor to be guarded against. 
When an active extract is given to a susceptible animal, in the 
smallest dose that will produce any perceptible effect, one must 
watch closely for the slightest trace of incoordination, lack of 
attention or drowsiness. It is particularly necessary for the ani- 
mals to be confined in a room where nothing will excite them, 
since when their attention is drawn to anything of interest the 
typical effects of the drug may disappear. 

The influence of the test dose of the unknown drug is care- 
fully compared with the same dose of the standard preparation 
administered to another test dog at the same time and under 
the same conditions. 

Finally, when the animals become drowsy, the observations 
are recorded and the animals are returned to their quarters. 

The second day following the two dogs are reversed—i. e., 
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‘the animal receiving the test dose of the unknown receives the 
test dose of the known and vice versa—and a second observation 
is made. If one desires to make a very accurate quantitative 
determination, it is advisable to use not two dogs, but four or 
five, and study the effects of the test dose of the unknown in 
comparison with the test dose of the known, making several ob- 
servations on alternate days. If the unknown is below stand- 
ard activity, the amount should be increased until the effect 
produced is the same as for the test dose of the standard. If 
the unknown is above strength, the test dose is diminished ac- 
cordingly. From the dose of the unknown selected as produc- 
ing the same action as the test dose of the standard, the amount 
of dilution or concentration necessary is determined. The de- 
gree of accuracy with which the test is carried out will de- 
pend largely upon the experience and care exercised by the ob- 
server. 

Another point to be noted in the use of dogs for standard- 
izing cannabis is that although they never appear to lose their 
susceptibility, the same dogs cannot be used indefinitely for ac- 
curate testing. After a time they become so accustomed to the 
effects of the drug that they refuse to stand on their feet, and 
so do not show the typical incoordination which is its most 
charactertistic and constant action. 

I am satisfied that with selected dogs and a trained observer 
one can draw reasonably accurate conclusions as to the value 
of any preparation of cannabis sativa, when compared with the 
standard dose of .or gramme per kilo body weight of a standard 
U. S. P. extract. 


Cannabis Summary 


The physiological assay of cannabis depends upon the char- 
acteristic intoxication of selected dogs of suitably sized doses 
of the drug given internally. 


Method 


Medium sized, short haired, healthy, young, full grown dogs 
of known resistance to the drug, that have been allowed to 
fast for twenty-four hours, are the best test animals. The 
animals should not be used for a longer period than six months 
nor oftener than once in three days. 

A U. S. P. extract of cannabis which possesses the average 
activity of not less than ten samples of first class commercial 
drugs should be chosen as the standard. The activity of the 
unknown drug in the form of a U. S. P. extract should be com- 
pared with the activity of the standard, administered internally 
in capsules, in doses of 0.01 Gm. per kilo body weight, and 
the amount of the unknown determined that will produce the 
same physiological action as the test dose of the known for the 
same animals under the same conditions. 

A competent observer can judge very closely of the com- 
parative action of the standard and the unknown by studying 
the symptoms of incoordination shown by the animals when 
they are kept in a room by themselves and disturbed as little 
as possible. Several dogs and several observations on each day 
will be required to make a quantitative determination. 





Distinguishing Animal and Vegetable Life 


It is often extremely difficult to distinguish between animal 
and vegetable in the lower forms of life, but recent investigations 
carried out in the laboratory of a French scientist and confirmed 
by American investigators have resulted in the discovery of a 
very simple method. It has been found that when a very weak 
current of electricity is passed through a dilute emulsion of 
typical animal and vegetable cells in water, such as blood cor- 
puscles, yeast cells, bacteria, unicellular alge. etc. the animal 
cells will collect at the positive electrode and the vegetable cells 
at the negative. Of course, the actual application of this test 
requires the aid of a powerful microscope and the ability to 
recognize different cellular forms of life, but as a general method 
of differentiating between the lower forms of life it will doubt- 
less prove useful. If further investigation proves its general 
application, many controversies of scientists as to the nature of 
lower organisms may be settled. 





A NEW METHOD IN THE ASSAY 
OF ALKALOIDAL FLUIDEXTRACTS'

agen recently experimenting in the effort to devise a 
method of assay for fluidextract of colchicum seed I 
thought of trying the sodium chloride method of salting out 
objectionable constituents as previously used by me in the 
method of determining benzoic acid in catsup. (A. J. P. 
April, 1908, p. 171.) 

A number of plans were outlined and tried, and a method 
was soon found, which, when applied to a number of fluidex- 
tracts that had been previously assayed by the standard meth- 
ods, was found to give results practically identical with those 
previously obtained in each case, 
with a reduction of about 50 per- 
cent. in the time, labor and _ sol- 
vents required. The method is 
as follows: 

Dissolve 25 Gm. of sodium 
chloride in a 100 Cc. graduated, 
stoppered cylinder, in enough 
water to make 85 Cc. Add 10 
Cc. of the fluidextract to be as- 
sayed and then make up the vol- 
ume to 100 Cc. Agitate well for 
about one minute. Let. stand for 
five minutes, agitate again and 
pour on a dry filter, Collect 50 
Cc. of filtrate, representing 5 Cc. 
of fluidextract, and shake out 
with the proper amounts of the 
appropriate solvents, as directed for the final extraction of the 
alkaloid. 

It is sometimes, although not always, necessary to return 
the first portion of the filtrate, which comes through cloudy, 
collecting only clear filtrate for the final extraction. 

The sodium chloride, in approximately saturated solution, as 
in this case, throws out fat, resins, chlorophyll and particularly 
all substances that are commonly extracted with immiscible sol- 
vents such as chloroform and ether. 

I have been making alkaloidal assays for a number of years, 
but I have never obtained cleaner final residues than are ob- 
tained by this method. The gravimetric and volumetric re- 
sults check up very — and the alkaloid is frequently beau- 
tifully crystalline. 

In such drugs as silo seed, physostigma and nux vom- 
ica, where there is a large amount of fat present, I have found 
it necessary and advisable to add 10 Cc. of a Io percent. solu- 
tion of alum in place of part of the water used to dissolve the 
salt, but I prefer not to use the alum tinless necessary, as there 
is a greater tendency to emulsification when the immiscible sol- 
vent is shaken up with the liquid. 

The filtrate in most cases is a straw yellow or brownish yel- 
low color, even when very green fluidextracts are used. 

The simplicity of the method and its ease of application 
should recommend it for adoption wherever possible. The 
only instance among the numerous samples tried, a list of which 
is appended, when no satisfactory results could be obtained, is 
with the fluidextract of cinchona, and in this case the difficulty 
is not in obtaining a clear filtrate, but in the fact that the alka- 
loids seem to be held back, and there may be found the means 
of overcoming the difficulty in this one case. 

In the case of the fluidextract of guarana it was found 
necessary to cut down the amount of fluidextract used to 5 Cc. 
and to slightly acidulate the sodium chloride solution, probably 
to break up the tannin-alkaloid combination. 

The use of this process permits assays to be made with sur- 
prising speed, as indeed can be understood when one appreciates

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the fact that only a single and final extraction is required after 
the precipitation and filtration, which takes not over ten or fif- 
teen minutes from the beginning of the process and that the 
alkaloid is then ready for gravimetric or volumetric determina- 
tion, or both, as may be desired. The following results have 
been obtained since the first trial of the process, which was 
only a few days ago.

These are sufficiently varied in type to indicate that the 
process has a wide range of application, and its publication 
without further experiment at this time is deemed advisable in 
order that it may be tried out by others and thus be made avail- 
able for pharmacopeeial recognition if merited. 

A method of precipitation and filtration of an aliquot por- 
tion for shaking out is already employed with success in the 
official! method of assay of fluidextract of hydrastis where po- 
tassium iodide is used as the precipitating agent.

Distinctive Tests for Antipyrine and Pyramidon 


In an address delivered at a recent meeting of the New 
York State Pharmaceutical Association, Prof. Joseph Kahn, of 
Brooklyn, described simple tests for distinguishing between 
antipyrine and pyramidon, the latter a synthetic that is gaining 
in favor because of its powerful action as an analgesic. An 
aqueous solution is made of the material to be tested, and this 
is divided into two portions. To one are added a few drops of 
solution of ferric chloride; a deep red color is at once developed 
if antipyrine is present; to the second portion is added a drop 
or two of a very dilute solution of silver nitrate, if no reaction 
be observed fromthe first test; the presence of a violet blue 
color on shaking indicates the presence of pyramidon. The fol- 
lowing reactions occur on the addition of the reagents named to 
aqueous solutions of antipyrine and pyramidon respectively: 
With ferric chloride test solution, antipyrine gives a deep red 
color, discharged on addition of sulphuric acid; while pyramidon 
gives a bluish violet color, gradually fading on shaking. With 
spirit of nitrous ether, antipyrine develops a deep green color; 
while pyramidon causes a bluish violet color to develop, which 
fades on standing. With solution of silver nitrate, 0.5 percent., anti- 
pyrine produces no apparent effect; while pyramidon imparts a 
bluish violet color, gradually changing to reddish violet and 
rose, with deposit of metallic silver. Both substances are pre- 
cipitated by solutions of iodine and picric acid, the former giv- 
ing dark brown precipitates, darker with pyramidon than with 
antipyrine. The yellowish precipitate given with picric acid 


readily dissolves in excess of reagents in the case of pyramidon. 
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The presence of acetanilide or phenacetin as an adulterant or 
substitute for either of these bodies may be easily detected by 
their insolubility in water, both antipyrine and pyramidon being 
easily soluble in small amounts of water, while the former re- 
require considerable amounts of water for solution in the cold. 





Extracts of Belladonna and Hyoscyamus 


In view of the fact that the old green extracts of belladonna 
and henbane, prepared by evaporation of the pressed out juice, 
have been replaced in most pharmacopceias by extracts prepared 
from the dried drugs, the latter alone being recognized by the 
Brussels International Agreement of 1902, it appeared useful to 
investigate the difference between the extracts obtained in different 
ways fromone and the samelotofdrug. Six extracts were ac- 
cordingly prepared by P. W. Danckwortt (Arch. d. Pharm., 294, 4, 
247, through Pharm. Jour.) as follows from the same lot of bel- 
ladonna, collected when flowering: (1) The whole sub-aerial 
herb was pressed and an extract prepared by the method of the 
Ph, G. IV. (2) A similar extract was prepared from the fresh 
leaves only. (3) A portion of the fresh herb was carefully dried 
so that it retained its green color, the weight of the dry product 
in coarse powder constituting 12.65 percent. of the weight of 
the fresh; an extract was made by percolating this with 70 per- 
cent. alcohol until Mayer’s solution showed that no more alka- 
loid was being extracted, and evaporating the percolate to ex- 
tract consistence. (4) Another portion was dried and percolated 
in the same way, the alcohol distilled off, and the precipitated 
chlorophyll and resin filtered out, and the filtrate evaporated to 
extract consistence. (5) This was prepared in the same way as 
(3), but from the leaves only. (6) This was prepared in the 
same way as (4), but from the leaves only. The alkaloidal con- 
tent and ash of each of the extracts was ascertained by analysis; 
the amount of moisture was also determined, and the alkaloid 
and ash figures calculated for extracts of uniform content of 
15 percent. of water. The following results were obtained (all 
figures in percentages) :

The following conclusions are drawn: (a) The leaves con- 
tain less alkaloid than the whole herb. (b) By percolation of 
the dry drug an extract is obtained richer in alkaloid than by 
evaporation of the pressed out juice, and also a larger yield. (c) 
The dried leayes give more extract, but less alkaloid than the 
dried herb.

The Estimation of ‘Fluorine may be accurately accom- 
plished, according to Habck (Zeitschrift fiir Anorg. Chem., 1911, 
Ixx, p. 173), by its precipitation in the form of chlorofluoride of 
lead. An excess of -a saturated solution of cloride of lead is 
added to a neutral solution of fluorine, the chlorofluoride of 
lead being precipitated in the form of a white solid, insoluble in 
the solution of chloride of lead employed and therefore readily 
filtered out and weighed.

ALEN sometimes cites prescriptions from others, and one 

of these, because it represents the cough medicines that we 

have had during all the centuries since, at least to a great extent, 

I quote. Horehound, honey, wine, pitch, with a little saffron, 

myrrh, and frankincense and a little white pepper and some 

juice of the house leek complete the formula. It is known as 
the prescription of Scribonius Largus for coughs, phthisis, etc.

Galen also cites the antidote 
of Aristarchus, sometimes 
called the Pauline antidote, 
which so many physicians 
thought a wonder’ worker. 
We have come to limit the 
use of the word, but then anti- 
dotes were remedies of any 
kind against disease. We have’ 
a whole series of medieval 
antidotaria, that is books con- 
taining actively curative reme- 
dies. The antidote of Aristar- 
chus had a very large number 
of indications. Some of these 
indications would seem to us 
doubtless to be contradictory. 
Abstracting from that I give 
just what Galen says about it 
on the authority of others and 
then the formula. It is said to 


be useful for hemoptysis, 
cough suppuration, consump- 
tion, convulsions, ruptures, 


dysentery, and relapsing fevers, 
in which it should be given one 
hour before the attack; also in 
order to produce vomiting and 
to prevent vomiting, especially 
vomiting of bile; also in vesi- 
cal and uterine disturbances; 
also as an antidote to all medi- 
cal poisons and the venom of 
reptiles,

lieved. In some ways, perhaps, these complacent impres- 
sions of ours with regard to our progress in the prin- 
ciples of therapeutics are possibly true. It is surprising, 
however, to find how many claims are made in textbooks of 
therapeutics for the most diverse kinds of action from a par- 
ticular drug. Let me ask you to read, for instance, the para- 
graphs that Potter has in his Materia Medica, Pharmacy, and 
Therapeutics with regard to iodine. I do not cite them in 
special deprecation of Potter's, because practically all the others, 
I understand,-are the same, but because his book is handy and 
because it happens to illustrate very well, as it seems to me, what 
is well for us to keep in mind when we condemn too readily or 
at least make little of old time pence, thinking that we are 
far above them. 

Probably our best example of multiform indications, in recent 
timcs, however, is that of the salicylates. Take, for instance, 
what Potter says with regard to salol. It is recommended for 
acute and chronic rheumatism, for rheumatic gout, to relieve 
headaches, and for phlefmasia alba dolens “in which it is con- 
sidered very efficient.” 

“It is an effective remedy to cut short an attack of amygda- 
litis, a bad cold, and other acute affections of the respiratory 
mucous membrane, also in urticaria and diabetes, gout, and 
cases that have a tendency to the formation of gallstone. 

“Salol is one of the most efficient remedies for duodenal 

catarrh, catarrh of the bile ducts, and catarrhal jaundice; also 
in the bilious form of sick headache, and in some forms of 
neuralgia. Salol is a remedy of very great value in typhoid 
fever; disinfecting the ulcerated intestine, it promotes the heal- 
ing process therein and hinders reinfection. It is highly recom- 
mended in dysentery, in cholera, and in infantile diarrhcea. 
It proves to be an efficient disinfectant in catarrh of the blad- 
der, its constituents being excreted with the urine and coming in 
contact with the vesical mucous membrane for a considerable 
length of time. . . . Externally, salol is employed as an anti- 
septic and deodorant powder against impetigo, eczema, sycosis, 
and other skin diseases; and has done good service as an in- 
sufflation in the treatment of ozena. In spirituous solutions 
(5 per cent.) it is used with various flavoring agents in the 
preparation of mouth washes and dentrifrices, and it enters into 
the composition of soaps, face powders, and other toilet articles. 
A mixture of equal parts of camphor and salol, heated together, 
has given good results in the treatment and suppuration of the 
middle ear, giving no pain, and setting up no inflammation of 
the part.” 

After reading these paragraphs on gold and salol one is 
tempted to think that if by chance this book should be preserved 
for a couple of millenniums, as Galen’s works have been (which 
is unlikely), the people of that generation would surely wonder 
why we needed many further remedies than the salts of gold 
and the salicylates, since these were able to accomplish so 
much. If to them I should add the paragraphs on the 
therapeutics of the iodides, then they would be quite sure 
that with these three substances we could face any disease. We 
understand just how this has happened. The author’s purpose 
has been to collect every possible therapeutic reference and 
incorporate it in his book. He is quite sure himself, very prob- 
ably, that many of them mean nothing. He cites them on the 
authority of others. That is what many of the old time physi- 
cians did with regard to remedies. Unfortunately, such books 
on therapeutics are read mainly by students and young physi- 
cians in the early days of their practice. It is exactly they who 
need most to be directed in the judicious selection of remedies 
and who have the least experience to guide them. We fill our 
textbooks with all sorts of impossible therapeutics for their 
benefit and then are apt to blame writers of the olden time for 
having been therapeutically so creduloussand so prone to claim 
that their remedies would cure “nearly everything under the sun 
and a few other things besides.” 

There was great complaint in Rome, in Galen’s time, that 
physicians did not always know the ingredients of their pre- 
scriptions. They prescribed ready made preparations of various 
kinds. In the preceding century Pliny, for instance, complains 
that physicians of his time avoided, the trouble of preparing 
medicines by buying them already prepared. Friedlander, whom 
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I have quoted already, says that “often the physicians did not 
know the exact ingredients of the compound that they used 
and, should they desire to make up written prescriptions, would 
be cheated by the salesman.” I cite this passage in order to 
place beside it a similar one from a medieval physician, who is 
sometimes spoken of as the father of pharmaceutical chemistry. 
He can scarcely find words strong enough to blame such physi- 
cians as knowing nothing about remedies and their composition 
take them from others and give them to the sick. There is a 
curious bit of aspersion on mere book learning in the passage 
that has a distinctly modern ring, and one feels the truth of 
Russell Lowell’s expression that to read a great genius, no 
matter how antique, is like reading a commentary in the mor- 
ning paper, so up to date does genius remain: 

“And whensoever I shall have occasion to contend in the 
School with a Doctor, who knows not how himself to prepare 
his own medicines, but commits that business to another, I am 
sure I shall obtain the Palm from him; for indeed that good. 
man knows not what medicines he prescribes to the sick; wheth- 
er the color of them be white, black, grey, or blew, he cannot 
tell; nor doth this wretched man know whether the medicine 
he gives be dry or hot, cold or humid; but he only. knows that 
he found it so written in his Books, and thence pretends knowl- 
edge (or, as it were, Possession) by Prescription of a very long 
time; yet he desires to further information. He again let it be 
lawful to exclaim, Good God, to what a state is the matter 
brought! wat goodness of minde is in these men! what care do 
they take of the sick! Wo, wo to them! in the day of Judg- 
ment will they find the fruit of their ignorance and rashness, 
then they will see Him Whom they pierced, when they neglected 
their Neighbour, sought after money and nothing else; whereas 
were they cordial in their profession, they would spend Nights 
and Days in Labour that they might become more learned in 
their Art, whence more certain health would accrew to the sick 
with their Estimation and greater glory to themselves. But 
since Labour is tedious to them, they commit the matter to 
chance, and being secure of their Honour, and content with their 
Fame they (like Brawlers) defend themselves with a certain 
garrulity without any respect had to Confidence or Truth.” (For 
further quotations similar in tenor see Catholic Churchmen in 
Science, Life of Basil Valentine.) 


Had we lived four or five hundred years ago we should all 
have been faithful students of the textbooks of medicine, or 
perhaps several! of them written by this same Basil Valentine, a 
Monk, and containing many wise observations on medicine. One 
of his expressions is so modern as to be quite striking. He 
says: “It is quite possible that the physician should err and be 
turned aside from the straight road, but that Nature, when she 
is rightly treated, should err is quite impossible.” The man 
who thus insisted that Nature was the most important guide in 
the treatment of disease is yet also the author of the Triumphal 
Chariot of Antimony, a book which led all the practitioners of 
medicine for a century or more to prescribe antimony, at the 
beginning of all affections and, particularly, all fevers. Doubt- 
less we too should have written our prescriptions for antimony 
had we lived at that time. Patients wanted remedies adminis- 
tered to them that would produce an effect and, above all, they 
liked to have effects that the doctor could foretell when anti- 
mony was administered. There was usually no doubt about the 
effects that would ensue; prophecy was easy. Practically the 
remedy always did more harm than good, but it was a long 
while before it went out of fashion. The principle underlying 
its use was that elimination from the intestinal tract must have 
a beneficial, derivative action on the body. The body must be 
bettered by having all that offensive material removed out of it. 

At the present day there are a great many physicians who 
are quite sure that a great many of the ills of mankind come 
from intestinal autointoxication. They did not have quite such 
a nice long term for it in the olden time, but they meant the 
same thing. We have a number of remedies to prevent the 
absorption of toxines from the intestines or at least that are 
supposed to prevent it. The fifteenth and sixteenth century 
physicians had but one—antimony, and they used that freely. 
When antimony went out of fashion in prescriptions, it did not 
stay out for good, but had a very wonderful restoration to popu- 
larity in Louis XIV.’s time. The king suffered from typhoid 
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Needless to say that particular form of fever had not 


fever. 
been differentiated from other forms, and the physicians did 
everything they could to break up the king’s fever, but to no 


purpose. Everybody of any reputation in Paris had been sum- 
meoned to the king’s bedside. Some twenty-four days had passed 
and the fever still continued. Almost in despair an old physician 
with old fashioned methods, but with a reputation all his own 
among the populace, was asked to see the king in consultation. 
He recommended antimony; fortunately (or unfortunately, for 
there is room for question in the matter), it did not kill the 
king and, as the fever broke on the second day after the ad- 
ministration of the remedy, antimony acquired a new vogue that 
was to last almost to our own time. 

Many of the prescriptions of the Middle Ages contain very 
curious detergent ingredients. Crushed lice, moss from the sku! 
of criminals who had been hanged and whose skeletons had been 
exposed to the elements for years, portions of mummies and 
corpses of more recent date as well as excrementitious materials 
of various kinds were used for therapeutic purposes. Some of 
them had the reputation of producing very wonderful results. 
They were efficient through the mind rather than through the 
body. It is surprising, however, how long the use of such 
materials endured. Mummy, for instance, remained in the 
European pharmacopeeias until well on into the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Now that the eleventh edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica is being exploited with all the ingenuity of modern 
advertising methods, it is rather interesting to realize that in the 
first edition, issued only 150 years ago, there was a description 
of mummy as a material of great value in therapeutics and that 
had been used for a long time. Every now and then in the 
course of medical history one finds that someone is describing 
portions of animals for definite indications in medicine. When 
heart disease was suspected, patients were fed hearts and even 
tripe and chitlings were supposed to be particularly beneficial 
for stomach and intestinal troubles of various kinds, 

One of the stories in the Hundred Merry Jests, the oldest 
joke book in English, contains a reference to medical opinion 
with regard to birds in the dietary of dyspeptics that is rather 
interesting. This portion*‘of the story is evidently told quite 
seriously, the joke being in the tail of the story. A man who 
was suffering from dyspepsia, was advised by his physician to 
live almost exclusively, at least so far as meat was concerned, 
on certain little birds which were always on the wing and 
whose meat, therefore, must be very light and consequently easy 
of digestion. The patient replied that in that case his wife’s 
tongue ought to be extremely easy of digestion because it was 
never still. Perhaps his remark reveals‘one part of the etiology 
of his indigestion. Nagging has been known to cause indiges- 
tion, and there was a suspicion, even during the Middle Ages, 
that the cause of a good deal more of the indigestion was above 
the neck than below it. 

We are perhaps likely to think that such use of animal 
tissues and viscera with definite specific therapeutic purpose is 
absurd if not ridiculous. Let us not forget, however, that only 
about ten years ago we were reading many reports of the suc- 
cessful treatment of various affections of internal organs by 
animal therapy, or, as we called it learnedly, opotheraphy. It 
went so far as to use prostatic tissue for prostatitis and other 
just as interesting combinations. When the historian of medicine 
reviews our use of cardin for heart disease and nephrin, or was 
it nephritin, for nephritis, and, above all, cerebrin for brain and 
nervous troubles, surely he will have just as much right to 
laugh at us for taking these things seriously as we have for 
laughing at the medieval physicians. Yet we were not absurd, 
we were only trying in every way possible to help patients and, 
having seen the action of the thyreoid gland in cretinism 
thought we had discovered a new principle of therapeutics and 
were groping after anything that would help our patients. 

Only let us not forget that this is just what the ancient and 
medieval physicians were doing with just as much ardor, just 
as much sincerity, and also, with just as much common sense as 
we. That is where we make the mistake in judging of past 
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generations. From our standpoint we see the ridiculousness, as we 
think, of some of the things that they did. We forget that our 
doings may seem just as ridiculous to another generation. Pro- 
fessor Richet, Director of the Department of Physiology at the 
University of Paris, said not long ago: “The therapeutics of 
any generation always seems absurd to the second succeeding 
generation.” Sometimes, as in the case of opotherapy, it does 
not take as long as that to disclose the absurdity. Evidently 
our generation shall not be spared the usual fate in this matter. 





Borosalicylate of Zinc.—The preparation of this compound 
is described by Foelsing (Union Pharmaceutique, p. 257, 1911). 
Equimolecular quantities of: zinc carbonate, salicylic acid and 
boracic acid are stirred into ten times their weight of water, 
which is kept at a temperature of 60° C., stirring the mixture 
occasionally until the evolution of carbonic acid gas has ceased. 
It is then filtered and allowed to crystallize. The substance 
occurs in the form of white crystals, to which Foelsing ascribes 
the formula (C,,H,O;B), Zn. The melting point is 100° to 
tio C. 

Oil of Cade.—A German patent has been taken out by 
Ganz on a process by which oil of cade may be rendered practi- 
cally odorless and nonirritating, and therefore much more useful 
therapeutically. Ganz’s procedure consists of subjecting the oil to 
long continued heating, the mass being constantly stirred during 
the process. This is continued until the oil attains a thick con- 
sistency and a dark brown color. The product possesses only a 
slight odor, not at all unpleasant. The loss of weight during the 
operation amounts to 30 to 50 percent., depending upon the consti- 
tution of the oil. 

Estimation of Alkaloids in Extracts of Belladonna and 
Hyocyamus.—A weighed amount of the extract is diluted 
with water, and after the addition of ammonia is extracted with 
ether, the ethereal extract being then evaporated, and the residue 
taken up with alcohol. This liquid is then diluted with water, 
and after the addition of sodium chloride and a known quantity 
of decinormal hydrochloric acid, the mixture is filtered. A defi-~ 
nite proportion of it is measured off and iodeosine and ether are 
added. The mixture is then titrated in the ordinary manner with 
decinormal potassium hydroxide solution. 


The Bark of Rhamnus Cathartica has been studied quite 
exhaustively by Tschirch and Bromberger (Arch. d. Pharm., 
1911, p. 218). They state that on cooling the hot alcoholic extract 
of the bark a brownish substance separates, which on purification 
forms almost colorless crystals. This substance, which has the 
formula C,,H.,O0., they have called rhamnosterin. The addition 
of water to the filtrate throws down a substance which, when 
extracted with benzole, forms a greenish yellow fluorescent body, 
rhamnofluorin, C,,H,,O,. In the extract of the bark they also 
found an emodin which is identical with frangula-emodin, also 
pure methoxyl-free chrysophanic acid. A colormetric determina- 
tion by Tschirch showed the presence in the bark of 0.4 percent. 
oxymethylanthrachinone. Tannic acid, fat, and d-glucose were 
also found. 

The Cultivation and Collection of Crude Drugs in Florida. 
—In a note concerning the cultivation and collection of crude 
drugs in Florida, published in our issue of July 10, we mentioned 
the name of only one dealer who bought such plants. There are, 
of course, other dealers in this line, among whom is The Florida 
Botanical Drug Company, of Jacksonville, Fla., which makes a 
specialty of this work. There are no doubt others who deal in 
these drugs, and we should be glad to learn of their names and 
addresses and present them to our readers. In this connection 
we made use of some information furnished by Samuel C. Hood, 
scientific assistant of the Bureau of Plant Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in a way which made it 
appear that. he had written it for publication.

e the meantime we rigged up a work table and a few tem- 
porary shelves from packing cases and proceeded to make 
up stock. The evenings were used for making out orders for 
other goods, our aim being to get a great variety of goods rather 
than a heavy stock of a few articles. Of course we frequently 
had to sacrifice quantity discounts, but we figured that it was far 
better to make the selling profits and satisfy all customers as far as 
possible than to endeavor to do the heavy buying act with our 
limited capital. The twelfth of a dozen lot were our strong 
points, excepting on very rapid sellers, when we frequently rose 
to the dignity of a quarter dozen order. With my old “boss”

Our honey- 
moon, spent in preparing for our opening and practising the 
small economies so necessary under the circumstances was fully 
as enjoyable as the majority of wedding trips spent in seeing the 
world and regretting the outlay afterward. Not that we would 
not have liked to go away, for we were just as human as any 
other young married couple, but the building of our home 
seemed to us the most important thing just then, and the 
planning and camping out in the laboratory was as enjoyable as 
a picnic. In the cigar department we bought no more than 
100 of any one kind, and of the higher priced goods as few as 
twenty-five, with the result that we were able to offer our cus- 
tomers a line from 5 cents to three for a dollar, represented by 
nearly fifty different boxes. The popular brands of cigarettes 
and a few boxes of smoking tobacco rounded off our smoker’s 
department. 

In the stationery department we followed the same rule, 
having box stationery at from 10 cents to 75 cents a box (of 
the latter just 2 boxes), as well as a good assortment of writ- 
ing tablets, envelopes to match and some loose writing paper. 

In the perfumery and soap department we naturally gave due 
preference to the goods of the manufacturer who was cooperat- 
ing with us in the matter of souvenirs, but none of the more 
popular brands were absent, including a small assortment of im- 
ported goods. 

In the prescription department we ordered the best of every- 
thing, including scales, tablet machine, suppository machine, a 
liberal supply of mortars, pestles and graduates, percolators and 
such other appliances as are necessary for the running of a first 
class professional pharmacy. A good microscope was already 
one of my possessions, together with a fair assortment of uten- 
sils for the examination of pathological fluids, and these para- 
phernalia we planned to use in making a special bid for the 
physicians’ patronage in the prescription end of the business, as 


well as a possible source of revenue in making pathological ex- 
aminations for the doctors and their patients. 

In due time the fixtures and the goods ordered arrived, were 
marked with cost and selling price and arranged in their proper 
places. When ordering the goods we had separated the orders, 
so as to have drugs, patents, sundries, postals, soda appliances 
and soda goods, cigars and perfumery each on separate bills, and 
we opened a separate account for each class of goods named in 
our ledger, debiting the amount purchased to the individual ac- 
count. A cash register was purchased having separate keys for 
each class of the goods as named, so that we would register 
each sale in its proper class. Then we made up and printed 
daily cash sheet blanks, divided into departments. By entering 
each sale in the proper column, from the cash register slips we 
could tell at the end of each day how much was sold in each 
department, and by adding the daily sale of each department we 
could figure up the monthly sales, purchases and profits of each

ment. 


class of goods, and at the end of the year, when we would take 
stock, we would be able to tell to a cent not only how our buis- 
ness stood, but also how much each department added to or de- 
tracted from the grand total of our profits. I shall tell more 
about this subject of accounting later on. 

When the soda water apparatus was due, we had cause to 
congratulate ourselves on the wisdom of making a contract un- 
der the supervision of a capable lawyer. The first thing that 
happened when I called up the New York office on the day it 
should have been delivered was that I was informed that they 
did not know when the apparatus would be delivered; they had 
a lot of other things to do besides bothering about my apparatus, 
and, anyway, I would get it when it got here, etc. That same 
day my lawyer notified them that we would enforce the forfeit 
clause for delayed delivery, as per contract, and that it was 
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up to them to make good. Within twenty-four hours we were 
notified that the apparatus was being rushed to New York as 
fast as train could carry it. After about eight days it ar- 
rived, was dumped in the store, and after two days the men set 
it up, but failed to make either water, sewer or electric light con- 
nections, the foreman informing me that “that was none of their 
business.” A telephone message to the New York office brought 
forth the information that their contract called for “setting up” 
and that did not include connecting. Being advised to again read 
their contract the manager finally satisfied himself that the word 
“connect” was there, and he must have come to the conclusion 
that I was right, because after a little more delay the necessary 
connections were made. A closer inspection of the apparatus 
showed us that the ice cream cabinet was defective, the wash 
boards did not fit, and several special features on which we had 
laid special stress in the order, and provided for in writing, such 
as sugar drawers, refuse chute, lemon board, etc., were notice- 
able by their absence, I naturally refused to sign acceptance 
papers and notes, nor did I give up the amount of the initial 
payment, as that might have been construed to constitute accept- 
ance. It took them about a year to get the matter properly ad- 
justed, and they had to replace piece by piece the entire ap- 
paratus, in addition to paying the forfeit for original delayed 
delivery. But they got the best of me, after all, for when it 
came to final settlement, when I took up a number of notes at 
one time, I made an error in calculation and overpaid them by 
about $9, which they refused to refund, even refusing to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of several letters which I wrote them with 
reference to it. Still I felt that we got off very well with a 
house of that caliber, and that we were saved a big loss by hav- 
ing a properly drawn up contract. I do not mean to intimate 
that manufacturers of soda apparatus are more unreliable than 
manufacturers in other lines. I have no doubt that they keep 
their engagements quite as well as do others, but the only way 
in which one can protect himself, whether contracting for fix- 
tures, for soda fountains, or for any other thing requiring con- 
siderable outlay and involving much detail, is to have a carefully 
drawn contract covering every contingency, and the only way 
to do this is to get a careful lawyer to draw it. 

The last thing to order were candies. A certain make being 
just then very popular and the best 80 cent candy on the mar- 
ket, I obtained an agency for the sale of these candies, in addi- 
tion to laying in a stock, representative but small, of lower 
priced goods, down to 5 cent packages. 

In arranging the goods we made distinctive departments of 
each line, having neat little signs to mark off each department, 
such as: 
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Two days before the opening we dressed the windows, dis- 
playing a fine line of perfumery and toilet articles of the same 
firm whose goods we were going to give away as souvenirs, and 
to some of the one ounce bottles of triple extracts we fastened 
this sign: 





This is YOUR Souvenir. 
Come and receive it on June I. 
There are no strings to this excepting the string around 
the stopper.

All told we had the following side lines: Soda water, cigars, 
cigarettes, perfumery, toilet articles, stationery, sickroom ap- 
pliances, rubber goods, kodak accessories, stamps, souvenir 
postals, telephone and city directories—the latest. All these 
were placed in the front part of the store in the wall cases and 
silent salesmen cases, and when we had everything assembled it 
looked like a pretty representative stock. When everything was 
ready for the opening, about three days before the final date 
originally set for the opening, I made a personal call on the 
doctors in the neighborhood and invited them around for the 
next evening. “I wanted them to come and look things over, 
make suggestions, criticise, etc.” In short, I made them feel 
that I could not possibly open the store to the public until after 
they had put the stamp of approval on it. They all promised, 
and really showed up, and between discussing the store and a 
few sandwiches and necessary fluids (all of official standard 
strength as approved by the Diastase Club) we spent a very 
pleasant evening, forming friendships with some of the physi- 
cians which have lasted uninterrupted for nearly twenty years. 


Having taken care of all the preliminaries possible we next 
made arrangements with a neighborhood florist for the floral 
decorations of the store for the opening day. We also se- 
cured the services of three Ethiopian gentlemen to dispense 
string music on the occasion. ‘Three friends who volunteered 
their assistance at the opening were each familiarized with the 
department which was given under his charge—cigar depart- 
ment for one, toilet. and perfumery department for another, 
drugs and prescriptions for the third, who was a_ registered 
pharmacist. My wife's sister was installed as cashier, it being 
important to keep the money taken in in the family, and it 
was her duty also to hand out the souvenirs, which were near 
her and already wrapped up. Mrs, S. and myself were to do 
the grand receiving act, while two soda men and a girl friend 
of my wife were to look after the refreshments. Long before 
the hour set for the opening there was such a crowd of young- 
sters clamoring for admission that I delegated one of my volun- 
teer assistants to go outside, line up our future patrons, and 
admit them fifteen at a time. As fast as they came they were 
served with refreshments, and though there were many repeat- 
ers we acted as if each one was a long lost child just returned 
to mother and made them welcome. I think right there was where 
we Jaid our foundation for final success. Then and ever after 
we attempted (and I think succeeded) in treating the children 
so that they felt at home in our store, and now that we have 
children of our own and see people come into the store with 
their children whom I well remember when they themselves 
were children, I appreciate more and more that the child is the 
most important customer that a retail store of this kind has. 

By six o’clock the grown ups commenced to come in. No 
one, of course, wanted to come in just to get souvenirs, so 
each had some needed, or not needed, purchase to make, and 
all acted very much surprised when invited to have some re- 
freshments and when handed their souvenirs. They would 
have been indignant, if.they had not received anything. Such 
is human nature. As each customer received his or her souve- 
nir the cashier asked the name and address and entered these 
immediately in our already prepared address book, so that on 
the day after the opening we had quite a goodly and accurate 
mailing list. All evening the strains of music issued from be- 
hind the prescription room, and what with souvenirs and re- 
freshments and as hearty a welcome as Mrs, S. and I could 
give them, we succeeded in making all comers feel at home and 
satisfied with themselves and with us. In spite of the fact that 
we had not anticipated doing much, if any, business that day, 
our receipts were over $80, and although of course it did not 
come near covering the expenses we were agreeably surprised 
with the results. When ten o’clock came and we closed the 
store, after our valuable assistants had been refreshed, pro- 
vided with souvenirs and heartily thanked, Mrs. S. and I met 
in one long embrace, tears were running down her cheeks and 
a suspicious moisture was perceptible in my eyes. 
was said. We both felt too happy to speak.

At a meeting of the druggists of Leavenworth, which was 
held on June 28 in the office of Dr. Howard Langworthy, it was 
unanimously decided that all drug stores in that city, with the 
exception of one, be closed on Sunday afternoons from 1 to 6. 
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Fruit Acid Solution.—I. M. A., York Haven, wishes a for- 
mula for fruit acid, such as is used at soda fountains. The 
pages of the AMERICAN Druccist devoted to the soda fountain 
will supply many formulas, not only the one requested, but 
many others which have been contributed by expert soda men 
from all sections of the country. However, as perhaps our 
questioner may not have a recent file of the Druccist at his 
disposal we would state that what is commonly known as fruit 
acid is a solution of citric acid in water, For use at the foun- 
tain, to give an extra acid taste to beverages, the usual pro- 
portion is one ounce of citric acid to one pint of water; for 
use in making syrups of acid fruits, such as lemon, a saturated 
solution of citric acid in water is used. The “acid phosphate” 
often called for at the soda fountain may be made by diluting 
the official phosphoric acid, the usual strength being about one 
ounce of acid to one pint of water. It must be borne in mind 
that solutions of organic acids like citric acid are very liable to 
attacks from moulds and fungi, and will become mouldy and ill 
smelling if not carefully kept. The safest plan for ‘making 
fruit acid solutions in quantity is to boil the water used, scald 
out the containers and heat the solution to nearly the boiling 
point of water. This will destroy any spores of mould or fungi 
that may be present, and will keep the fruit acid solution from 
.spoiling. 

Proceedings of the American Pharmaceutical Association. 
—J. E. M., Portsmouth, Va., and other have requested informa- 
tion as to how they can obtain copies of the Proceedings of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association for any desired year. If 
tthe issue does not date too far back and is not out of print, 
copies may be obtained from the secretary of the association, J. 
H. Beal, Scio, Ohio, who will advise applicants upon request the 
price of the volume desired. In past years the Proceedings were 
furnished to members upon payment of their annual dues, and 
extra copies at the rate of $5 per copy. 

Fluid Red Ink.—J. F. K., St. Louis, Mo., asks for infor- 
mation as to the composition of “Carter’s Fast Red Fluid Ink.” 
We are unable to give the composition of this proprietary arti- 
cle, but we can furnish our correspondent with information as 
to the composition of red inks that may enable him with a lit- 
tle experimentation to produce a satisfactory product. ‘The ma- 
jority of the red inks of commerce today depend for their col- 
oring upon some soluble aniline dye, the body of the ink being 
usually alcohol for a rapid drying ink, and a mixture of alco- 
hol, glycerin and water for ordinary inks. If the ink is to be 
used for copying, a small amount of sugar is added; if a glossy 
ink is desired, gum arabic is used. The following general for- 
mula for red inks will no doubt give satisfactory results if 
varied slightly to suit special needs:

Dissolve the gum arabic in the water and glycerin, add this 
to the solution of the coloring principle in the alcohol, mix well 
and let stand. Decant the clear portion, or filter, as may be 
necessary. [Eosine in such a formula will give a nice carmine 
ink; rosaniline will yield a beautiful bright red fluid, which is 
quite permanent. Other aniline colors may be used, using the 
same general formula, to make inks of any desired color. This 








is the simplest formula that we can suggest, but satisfactory 
inks may be made with water alone as the solvent, using gly- 
cerin for body and gum arabic for drying quality. A stable 
red ink can also be made by using carmine for the coloring 
agent. 

Fat Free Tincture of Digitalis—I. M. A., York Haven, 
asks for a formula for fat free tincture of digitalis. Digitalis, 
like strophanthus and other drugs belonging to the class of 
heart stimulants, contains a considerable proportion of oily mat- 
ter that is objectionable in preparations made from the crude 
drug, not only in those used for hypodermatic administration, 
but also in galenicals intended for administration by the mouth, 
and there is little doubt but that a process by which these fatty 
matters were eliminated from official preparations would be an 
improvement upon the present methods. Several years ago J. 
W. England, of Philadelphia, described a process for preparing 
fat free tincture of digitalis in the Proceedings of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association that is of general application to 
other drugs of this class, and we would suggest that you try it. 
This general method consists of preparing the crude drug be- 
fore it is made into a tincture by first removing its natural oils 
and fats by percolation with petroleum benzin, then drying it by 
exposure to air, and finally making the tincture by exhausting 
the purified drug with the cfficial menstruum. The method of 
manipulation is as follows: Weigh out the requisite quantity 
of powdered digitalis for making a given amount of tincture, 
pack firmly in a percolator in the usual manner, and proceed 
as in making a fluidextract, using U. S. P. petroleum benzin as 
a menstruum. About two ounces of benzin to each ounce of 
drug will be sufficient if the percolation is conducted slowly. 
Of course the top of the percolator must be kept tightly cov- 
ered to prevent escape of benzin during the operation, which 
must be conducted where there is no danger of fire from ex- 
posed lights. Continue the percolation slowly until the liquid 
dropping from the percolator does not leave a greasy stain when 
evaporated on a clean piece of paper. The benzin will dis- 
solve and remove all of the fatty matter in the drug without 
affecting its active principles. When all the fatty matter has 
been dissolved out, remove the drug from the percolator and 
dry it thoroughly in the open air, which is best done by spread- 
ing it out ina thin layer on paper, until there is no more odor of 
benzin. Then proceed according to the pharmacopceial process 
for making tincture of digitalis, using the mentstruum officially 
directed. If the percolation with benzin is carefully conducted 
and the fat free digitalis be thoroughly dried to remove all 
traces of the benzin, the resultant tincture will be a bright, 
clear liquid miscible with water in all proportions and will not 
precipitate any active principle when so diluted. As stated, this 
method is applicable to other drugs, such as ergot and stro- 
phanthus, containing fats and oils whose active principles are 
not soluble in benzin. It is necessary to use benzin of a qual- 
ity equal to the purified benzin of the Pharmacopeeia, as ordi- 
nary commercial benzine, or gasoline, contains considerable non- 
volatile impurities. Attention is directed to the spelling of 
this word, benzin, not benzine, although both words are used 
indiscriminately in every day use to describe the article com- 
monly known as gasoline. 
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Spirit of Nitrous Ether—G. D. C., Milledgeville, Ga., 
calls our attention to a suggestion made at the recent British 


Pharmaceutical Conference and printed on page 34 of the 


AMERICAN Drucoist of August 14, that the difficulties of dis- 
pensing spirit of nitrous ether may be overcome by using a so- 
lution of sodium nitrite and acidified alcohol, in the proper pro- 
portions, for dispensing this article or in compounding pre- 
scriptions. He asks our opinion of this method and suggests 
difficulties in keeping spirit of nitrous ether, While we pub- 
lished this item as a contribution to pharmaceutical practice we 
cannot say that we favor this method in preference to the one 
usually adopted by American pharmacists, the dilution of con- 
centrated nitrous ether with alcohol. The cause of most of 
the complaint against both the strength and keeping qualities of 
spirit of nitrous ether so made is chiefly the carelessness of the 
druggist in either making or keeping it. Concentrated nitrous 
ether as supplied by the manufacturing chemist is practically 
pure ethy! nitrite (a very volatile substance) diluted with ethyl 
alcohol, and unless care is exercised in opening the sealed tubes 
in which it is marketed much of it will be lost and a cor- 
responding weakening of the spirit made will result. From 
long experience we have found that it is necessary to cool the 
concentrated nitrous ether to about 32 degrees F. by immer- 
sion in cracked ice before opening the sealed tube; the small 
end is then immersed into the requisite amount of cooled alco- 
hol and broken off, allowing the concentrated ether to flow out 
into the alcohol without loss. The tube should then be rinsed 
out thoroughly with a portion of the alcohol. If these precau- 
tions are followed and the product of a reputable manufacturer 
be used there will be no difficulty in obtaining a spirit of 
nitrous ether that complies with all pharmacopceial require- 
ments. Numerous assays, both of concentrated nitrous ether 
and of spirit of nitrous ether, made from the concentrated spirit 
have given satisfactory resuits, 

The principal difficulty lies in preserving spirit of nitrous 
ether after it is made, and careless keeping on the part of the 
druggist is the reason for most of the complaints against the 
efficacy or quality of this article. If the freshly made spirit 
is put into a shelf bottle of clear glass and put on a shalf where 
it is exposed to the effects of light and heat, or if it is put up in 
the usual one ounce vials for counter sale, it will soon become 
worthless as a medicine. The best plan to follow if one wants 
to be sure of the strength of his spirit of nitrous ether is to 
make it in small quantities at frequent intervals and preserve 
it by keeping it cool and in a dark place. One of the best and 
simplest methods is to make about a pint or so at a time; put 
this in a brown glass bottle and keep it in the ice box of the 
soda fountain; there it will be both cool and protected from 
light. It may be a little trouble to get it out every time it is 
wanted for a sale or prescription, but the result will more than 
pay for the extra care taken. We are compelled to differ from 
our correspondent’s opinion that commercial concentrated 
nitrous ether is worthless, for when this article is obtained from 
a reliable firm it affords the retail druggist both an easy and 
accurate means for making spirit of nitrous ether if due care 
be observed. 

The recent report from Norristown, Pa., of the explosion of 
a tube of concentrated nitrous ether in the hand of a druggist, 
emphasizes the warning that care is necessary when handling 
this article. 


Sale of Veterinary Remedies.—W. H. O., Cuyahoga Falls, 
Ohio, wishes to put a veterinary remedy on the market and 
desires to know what are the legal requirements that he must 
observe. If the article is intended for sale in more than one 
state it will come under the regulations of the national pure 
food and drugs act as regards labeling, etc.—that is, the label 
must not be false and misleading, and must state, among other 
things, the alcohol contained in the remedy. If it is to be sold 
only in one state it must conform to the legal requirements of 
that state, and does not come under the jurisdiction of the na- 
tional law. We would suggest that you write to the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., asking for a copy of 
the regulations affecting the sale of medicines under the pure 
food and drugs act of June, 1906, and also to the secretary of 
your own state board of pharmacy asking for a copy of the 
laws in force in your state. There are so many different and 
conflicting state regulations in force at present that it is safest 
to obtain the official regulations affecting the sale of medicines 
in whatever state you intend to operate before putting the arti- 
cle on the market. The principal thing to observe is that the 
label should state correctly the amount of alcohol contained in 
the medicine, and that if the state or national law requires the 
statement on the label of the presence of certain drugs the 


_amount of these should be plainly printed on it. No claims for 


miraculous cures or misleading statements should be made, 
either on the labels or in accompanying advertising matter, as 
these would violate the law. Provided your remedy complies 
with the state and national laws there is nothing to prohibit 
you from selling it anywhere. 


Formulas for Proprietary Articles—Several of our sub- 
scribers have asked us to furnish them with the formulas of 
various proprietary articles, and we are compelled to say to 
them, as to others, that this is something that we cannot do, as 
both the formula and method of manufacture of  pro- 
prietary articles are known only to the maker, and even 
if an analysis of the article revealed its general com- 
position this would not be sufficient to enable another 
to make it like the original.

There is no better way for the proprietor to secure and hold 
the interest of his fountain dispensers in their work than to 
induce them to enter this rapidity of service contest of the 
AMERICAN Druagoist. Every dispenser of the right kind should 
be delighted to have an opportunity to participate in this trial of 
speed and show what he can do, even if he does not believe that 
he can win one of the three handsome medals of special design 
which are to be awarded by the AMERICAN DruccIst.

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GETTING NEW BUSINESS 


By FrANK FARRINGTON. 
Delhi, N. Y. 

HE drug store which counts its trade safe and sure because 
it has a large number of people who are steady and depend- 
able customers is certain to be disappointed in the end. No 
matter how many families there are trading at a store regularly, 
coming there for everything they need in the way of drug store 
goods, no matter how much they like that store or how willing 
they are to give it all their patronage, the store cannot subsist 

indefinitely upon their business, 

Any druggist can discover the necessity for new trade, for 
adding new families to his list, by a very simple process. By 
making a memorandum at the beginning of the year of a hun- 
dred good customers, taking them as they run, either by alpha- 
betical plan or by streets, and then at the end of twelve months 
going over this list and eliminating those who have dropped out 
for one reason and another—death, removal, change of store, 
etc—a very fair idea may be gained of the length of time that 
any one line of customers will last. 

Out of that hundred it will be surprising if less than 15 or 
20 percent. drop out. A loss of ten out of the hundred is prob- 
ably a very conservative estimate in the average town. That 
means that the business of the store, if it could be kept up right 
down to the last customer, would endure just ten years without 
the addition of new trade. 

Of course, there are many things that might occur to reduce 
the number of customers in a much faster ratio, and the store 
that developed no new trade and secured no transient business, 
in all probability would not last more than a very few years. 

This should mean something to every druggist who is looking 
into the future and hoping for greater things then than in the 
past. It should mean that there is a constant: need for hustling 
after the new people who come to town and after the trade that 
is now going to other stores. 

Of course, the old customers are important. Without picking 
out individual instances it cannot be said that the trade of’a new 
customer is any more important than that of an old one. A 
customer is a customer. 

But a rather different line of work is needed to secure new 
trade from that used for holding the old customers in line. And 
in order that a business may grow it requires new people to be 
coming in with their money every day. 

There is no trade that is any easier to get than that of new- 
comers in a town. It is easy because the newcomer is without 
fear or prejudice and is ready to trade, or to start trading at 
least, wherever inclination calls, and that is likely to be wherever 
the first invitation comes from. The new trade, though, is hard 
to get, because it is usually true that the competitor with the 
least reputation, the fewest scruples and perhaps the poorest 
stock has as good a chance of getting it as the oldest and most 
successful store. : 

This shows that while stock, reputation, ability, caution and 
precaution all help to hold old customers, they have little to do 
directly with getting new ones from among newcomers to town. 
They do help. Everything helps. But the outside appearance of 
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the store and the methods used to call the newcomer’s attention 
to the store are what get him in first. 

In any town of ordinary size the druggist ought to have a 
method of obtaining and listing the names of the people who are 
coming into the town to live. This may be best carried out 
perhaps by studying the local newspapers and making note of 
the names of families moving in, of workmen, clerks, employees 
of all sorts, school teachers, of any one who is coming to the 
town to stay for any length of time. 

Then there should be prepared a stock form of circular or 
folder attractively made up, calling attention to the advantages 
of the store and giving its location, together with information 
as to the lines of goods carried and an offer to deliver at once 
anything needed or to call and get any order the party might 
wish to give. By keeping these folders ready to mail it would 
be but a small task to address them and mail them promptly as 
new names are added to the list. 

The new family in town is in a position to appreciate any 
little attention or courtesy that may be shown, and in many 
instances the little things that a dealer is expected to do and is 
willing to do for any regular customer, simply as a matter of 
advertising or business, will be accepted as something more if 
done for a stranger. 

The interest thus shown in strangers should be endowed 
with something more than a mere financial quality. The new 
family or the new individual may well be given a welcome hand 
by the druggist as a representative member of a community that 
is glad to see new people coming in. He should feel a human 
interest in any stranger just as a matter of humanity, and the 
fact that it will prove profitable to his pocketbook ought to make 
it a pretty easy thing to do. 

It is not difficult to learn to know the newcomer. If the 
proprietor cannot get a sight of the head of the new family, let 
him give one of the clerks the job of getting to know that person 
by sight, with instructions to give to any one in the store selling 
him goods his name when he comes in, so that he can be called 
by it and feel that he already has an established identity. 

I would be willing to bet that when a man goes to a new 
town to live, if he is called by name in the first drug store he 
enters, he will do his trading at that store ever after, unless 
caused to leave by strong and specific reasons. There is some- 
thing about calling a man by name in a town where he feels lost 
and alone that gets him right away. If he drops into a drug 
store and makes a small purchase and before he leaves is 
addressed by name, he will go out feeling two inches taller 
every time. 

No customer, whether stranger or friend and acquaintance, 
should be regarded by the druggist as a mere animated pocket- 
book. That is not good hospitality and moreover it is mighty 
poor business. 

Of course getting new trade is not all getting the trade of 
strangers in town. There is the trade the other stores already 
have and there is the trade that nobody has been getting, trade 
that can be had by stimulating the demand for such goods as 
people have been using but little or not at all. 

All the kinds of advertising that are used to hold the trade 
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already secured have a tendency to help get other trade, but 
special inducements are usually necessary in order to draw in 
much business from the competing stores. 

These inducements may take the form of special sales, of 
premium giving and other schemes. It should be remembered, 
however, that these schemes must be made to bring in new 
customers or else they will amount to a simple paying of a pre- 
mium for business that would have belonged to the store any- 
way. If any kind of a premium scheme is adopted for use for 
any length of time, it ought to be well considered in advance 
and its cost calculated, and the percentage it will add to the cost 
of doing business figured very closely. If the scheme will not 
produce enough new business to enable the druggist to pay its 
cost out of the additional profits and leave a good additional 
margin, it is a waste of time and money. And it must not only 
do this this year, but it must continue to do it. It is rarely that 
a premium or gift scheme is necessary to help hold the old trade, 
and it is not profitable if its cost has to come out of the profits 
of the business as it was before the plan was adopted. 

As long as there is more trade to be had a premium plan is a 
good working way of getting it—if it is worked properly. One 
great trouble with premium plans, though, is that after being put 
in operation they are simply allowed to run themselves. No effort 
is made to bring them to the attention of new people, and they 
soon simmer down to a point where they are used only by the 
steady customers of the store, and here it distinctly does not pay. 
A premium plan needs plenty of advertising, continuous adver- 
tising, just as much as if it were a business of itself. 

One of the cleanest ways of increasing a business is that of 
developing wholly new trade. There are all the while coming 
on the market new goods or improved goods which take the 
place of some established article or which cater to a brand new 
taste. 

The bicycle was an instance of this. The automobile is 
another. The safety razor is still another. These articles have 
developed into big businesses without a corresponding loss by 
any other business. They have made places for themselves and 
created a'new demand. Along with these have also been created 
demands for supplies to go with them. While these are remark- 
ably successful instances, they point out an idea. 

It has been said that there is nothing new under the sun, but 
this does not apply to our case, for there is scarcely a month 
that something new may not be found in the advertising pages 
of the magazines; yes, and in the advertising pages of the AmMErR- 
IcAN Druccist, too, which should prove a good business getter 
in the pharmacy and which will not have to displace anything 
else in order to create a demand for itself. 

These new things may easily be discovered by the live, wide 
awake druggist ,and while he perhaps may not care to invest 
much money in such things, he can still afford to take a chance 
and stock them a little and push them a good deal. The vacuum 
bottle was just such an item, and the dealer who first stocked 
these novelties and pushed them in most towns succeeded in 
getting the cream of the trade on them, and in many instances 
was able in this way to get into his store people who had never 
been there before, but who came to see or to buy something 
they could not get elsewhere. 

It is a big start on getting the trade of a new customer if that 
customer can be lured into the store once. It requires ingenious 
advertising and clever planning to get people in who are not 
regular patrons, but when they are once in it is easy to treat 


them well and to make them want to come again, It is easy, 
but it is not done by every druggist. As a rule, the things that 
are easy to do are the things that we do not do. If we are 


assigned a difficult method of producing a certain result we are 
more likely to go ahead with it than if we are shown a way so 
easy that it does not seem worth trying. 

To get new customers requires steady work and hard work. 
To get any kind of customers requires the same. This is simply 
business and there is nothing about it that any druggist 
cannot do. 


PHARMACEUTICAL RECORD. 
Accounting —XV 


THE DRUGGIST’S POWER OVER PROFIT 
By Frank E. Goopwin. 


HE financial end of selling goods at retail is made up ot 
four factors, or elements: the wholesale or factory cost; 
freight, express or delivery; the selling expense, and the net 
profit. There are really only three such factors, for the reason 
that the wholesale or factory cost, and freight, express or de- 
livery, are so closely linked and interwoven that one becomes a 
part of the other, known as the delivered cost, or cost on the 
floor. 

Statistics of the average retail business show that 75 percent. 
of the disbursements is for the goods delivered to the store 
doors; 20 percent. is the expense of distributing these goods to 
the consumers, and 5 percent, (nearly) is net profit. 

The first three factors, or elements, or 95 percent. of the 
financial end of a retail business, are as adamant, inflexible and 
fixed as were the ancient laws of the Medes and Persians. Only 
5 percent. of a retail dealer’s financial affairs are absolutely 
within his personal control. Five percent., of a total of 100, is 
his to do with as he sees fit. This twentieth part of a dollar 
he can juggle with as he wishes; give away if he chooses, spend 
if he pleases, or save if he can, 

The other nineteen parts are fixed for him by the laws and 
circumstances which govern business. And yet the druggist, 
with but one twentieth part of his financial affairs under his 
absolute control, finds it the hardest task of all to properly con- 
serve his share and to hold it against the attacks of those who 
would wrest it from him. 

And until all druggists learn that they must observe the same 
care and supervision over the 5 percent. which is theirs to con- 
trol, as they must over the 95 percent. which others control for 
them, there will continue to be disappointments and losses, and 
the same average 25 percent. each year will retire or seek some 
other walk in life, giving way to others who know no more 
about the significance of net profit than they. 

The average retail dealer handles twenty dollars before he 
has one dollar that he can call his own. 

This feature of retailing was analyzed in an earlier chapter. 
Would that there were accurate data by which it could be 
learned what the average dealer does with that dollar. That 
all do not place it in their pockets, the money drawers, or 
strong box of the local bank, is certain, if the reports of the 
commercial agencies are true.” These reports assert that 25 per- 
cent. of all men engaged in retail trade change their vocations 
every twelve months (average again). These reports further 
state that 95 percent. of all retailers who start out bravely on 
the seas of merchandising eventually become disgusted with its 
unprofitableness, and before reaching the shore of established 
port, quit. It must, therefore, be inferred that 95 out of 100 
men engaged in retail trade do not look after that one dollar 
out of twenty as carefully as they should. 

The great trouble seems to be that most dealers do not un- 

 Gerstand the significance of that dollar, their net profit, as they 
should. They are too easily led to give it away, to pass it 
around and parcel it out among their patrons. 

A nickel, five cents, seems such an insignificant little thing in 
retailing. Rather than bandy words and argue with a customer 
about a nickel, the average retail dealer will make his patron a 
present of it, because “it is only five cents, anyway.” That five 
cents—an insignificant little disc of metal—represents a little 
more than the average net profit on a dollar sale. 

The merchant, after making a selling price which is to 
pay him 5 percent. net profit, not only gives away his twentieth 
part of the financial transaction, but a fraction of what he owes 
to the manufacturer or jobber, the railroad company, and his 
store. 

A druggist has carefully figured his selling costs, and other 
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financial factors of his business and decided to make a net profit 
of 5 percent. on his total sales (a fraction more than the aver- 
age), and it is altogether too little. He knows that the delivered 
cost of a certain article is 75 cents, his cost of doing business is 
20 cents, and profit 5 cents, making the sellitig price a dollar. 

Customer Jones prices the article, is told the figure previously 
arrived at as being the least sum which it can be sold for and 
put a nickel into the pocket of the merchant which he can call 
his own. 

With a deprecating shrug of his shoulders, and other move- 
meats of disgust, together with a tone of voice which is calcu- 
lated to either scare or wheedle the druggist out of that nickel, 
Jones says that Cutter, down the street, charges only 95 cents. 
The druggist, not to be outdone by Cutter in matter of price, 
ner wishing to lose the trade of Jones, says “take it for ninety- 
four.” 

Jones hands over a dollar. The druggist contributes paper 
with which to wrap up the article, and a string to tie it, and 
with a smile to speed the parting guest, reaches into his pocket 
aud takes out five cents which he had been saving as net profit 
from: some other sale. Then he takes from the cash register a 
penny which he had been accumulating along with other coins 
and currency to pay for stock, freight, and store expenses. 

Some day the sheriff closes up the store, or creditors petition 
the bankruptcy courts to force a settlement. No one is happy. 
The manufacturer or jobber feels aggrieved that he should lose 
part of his hard-earned profits; the merchant hates the cruel, 
unkind world which has treated him so shabbily, and the buyer 
has long ago forgotten the bargain that he secured by beating 
cown the unfortunate or unwise merchant. 

The best remedy to cure this disease of giving away profits 
which the writer can suggest is to keep an accounting of the 
funds so disbursed. 

It would be a good thing if every druggist who is not now 
prospering as he should, or could, would first ascertain what his 
true selling expense is, and add that to the delivered cost of his 
goods, to make the total cost. Then a desired and determined 
profit ought to be added, and this price marked in plain figures. 
No matter what price the competitor makes, the one our dealer 
has made he knows is the right price because it covers every 
known cost, and a reasonable profit. 

This done, when a customer haggles for a lower price, and 
the merchant is wheedled into cutting his original figure, charge 
that customer what the price tag calls for and pay the patron 
the dfference out of your own pocket. That is what the mer- 
chant does anyway, because he is giving away his net profits. 

The writer ventures to say that it will not be long before 
the retailer will be holding out for every cent of the marked 
price. It is a practical demonstration of the losses that accrue 
from listening to the bargain hunters. 

Every time the retailer takes five cents, ten cents or a dollar 
out of his pocket or the cash register and hands it to the buyer, 
it will be hard as pulling teeth; because the seller knows then 
that it is not merely shaving the price a few pennies to keep 
the good will of the buyer, but a deliberate gift of what the 
merchant is rightfully entitled to as his share of the transaction.

Simple Bookkeeping 

The drug store is, or should be, very largely a cash store. 
People make many small purchases in a drug store for 
which they do not care to be trusted. If they are discouraged 
from starting an account they will not think of doing it. One of 
the simplest and best bookkeeping plans that we have heard of 
is that used by a drug store doing a business of some $12,000 
annually with a book account amounting to an average of $500. 
In this store a small account book about 3% by 6 inches is used 
in which to charge all credit purchases. A ledgerette file con- 
taining perforated billheads separated into alphabetical arrange- 
ment is used in addition and to this all charges are transferred 
every day or two. By this means every account is already made 
out in bill form at any time and can be turned to at once. All 
bills are kept ready right up to date. The small books on which 
the charges are entered are numbered and kept in numerical 
order in a back room so that if there is occasion to refer to 
them it is easily done. If it develops that frequent reference is 
necessary it will facilitate this to keep a memorandum of the 
books with their numbers and opposite each number the inclusive 
dates in the book. -

PHARMACEUTICAL WINDOW DISPLAYS'

HE education of the pharmacist should most certainly have 
taught him that light, and especially direct sunlight, has a 
bleaching or reducing action upon most substances. But judg-

Such displays can be seen daily. Imagine the effect pro- 
duced by the rays of the sun striking a bottle of hydrogen di- 
oxide for an entire week.

Filtration can be made quite an attraction if carried on in the 
show window. Water colored blue with a little ultramarine 
can be filtered clear, presenting a strange phenomenon to the 
average public. Still more striking is the deeolorization of 
water tinted with an aniline dye and filtered through kaolin. 

Continuous filtration can be easily arranged by the use of a 
large bottle, inverted over a large filter. To prevent splashing 
the bottle should be fitted with a stopper and pieces of glass 
tubing, which admit the air from time to time. 

Percolation, especially if a bottle containing the colorless 
menstruum is inverted over the percolator, has proved quite an 
attraction in my window.

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WILEY CASE GOES OVER TO DECEMBER 


No Report from Congressional Committee Until Congress 
Meets—No Action Expected Till Then—Secre- 
tary Wilson May Retire 


ASHINGTON, September 5.—Considerable disappoint- 
ment was expressed since the close of the congressional 
session, because of the decision of the House Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Department of Agriculture not to report the 
outcome of its food and drugs investigation this summer. A 
final meeting of the committee was held on the day 
of the adjournment of congress, and after an _ hour's 
talk it was resolved to let the whole matter go over until the 
opening of the new congressional session in December. It had 
been hoped that at least a preliminary report would be made 
by the committee, as has been done by some of the other in- 
vestigating committees that have been at work. This idea was 
abandoned, and it is inferred that one reason for so doing was 
the desire of Chairman Moss for a unanimous report. It is 
believed by many that by postponing the report, giving time for 
the study of the record, and, so far as possible, allowing the 
feelings of members to be mollified on controverted points, it 
may prove practicable to bring the Republican minority into 
harmony with the majority of the committee. Meantime Presi- 
dent Taft has taken no action regarding the Wiley charges, 
and the question what is to be done in the premises is still open. 
It is believed that the time between now and the opening of 
congress in December -will be spent partly in inquiring into a 
number of points that have been left decidedly unsettled. A 
number of these arose on the last day of the hearings, when 
Secretary Wilson was on the witness stand. Mr. Wilson’s tes- 
timony traversed that of some preceding witnesses in important 
particulars, but, as he had been relieved of cross-examination, 
and as it had been agreed that no subsequent testimony (which 
might rebut his statements) should be heard, it will be neces- 
sary to get such further evidence as is needed on these points 
by private inquiry. It is an interesting fact that some of the 
more important of these points relate to drugs and their treat- 
ment. 

As will be recalled, the immediate origin of the controversy 
which led to this investigation lay in the contract made by the 
Bureau of Chemistry with Dr. H. H. Rusby for the latter’s 
services, largely in the examination of imported drugs at the 
New York custom house. The inquiry showed that the charges 
against Dr. Wiley on this score were the sheerest nonsense. 
That apparently made it necessary to find some other basis for 
complaining of Dr. Rusby, since the latter was even freer from 
any suggestion of blame than was the head of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, The new line of attack was brought out by a col- 
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loquy between Secretary Wilson and Representative Higgins 
(the ranking Republican member of the committee), apparently 
the result of an understanding that this line of examination 
should be followed up. The official transcript of the final hear- 
ing, just published, gives this colloquy as follows: 


Mr. Higgins. Since this matter has arisen and this investigation has 
been going on, which is a matter of nearly a month now, have you made 
any investigation of Dr. Rusby’s qualifications as an expert and as a man 
competent and fit to be in the government service? 

Secretary Wilson. Yes. A letter came to me from a New York 
party—I forget the name exactly, but it was Ragg or Ray or some such 
name—saying that Dr. Rusby got fees from importers and men_that were 
bringing in goods, and got pay from us after they came in. That was a 
little strange, so I— 

Mr. Higgins pintecrening). Let me understand you. It was said that 
he received fees from private parties for examining ‘the same goods which 
he also was paid by the government to examine later? 

Secretary Wilson. I think he was feed for passing upon goods they 
proposed importing. 

Mr. Higgins. And then at a later time— 

Secretary Wilson (interposing). When they were imported, then he 
was our man to examine them. So I sent a man down—the government 
gives me one inspector, I said, ‘‘Take that and go and see what it means, 
if it means anything.” He has not had time to finish his investigation, 
but he did get one paper showing that from an importing firm Mr. Rusby 
had got a fee for that kind of work. 

Mr. Higgins. Do you understand it was for the same work he was 
paid for by the government? 

Secretary Wilson. As I understand it—I did not have much time to 
look into it; but, as I understand it, the importing firms showed him sam- 
ples they proposed to import, and wanted his opinion upon them, and they 
paid him for that opinion. Then they imported, and then he was our man 
to pass upon the admissibility of the articles that were imported. 

Mr. Higgins. The chairman has asked me, Mr. Secretary, to request 
you to give to the committee the letter to which you referred as having 
been addressed to some young man to take this matter up. 

Secretary Wilson. I will be glad to furnish it. I want to say, how 
ever, that I am not through with that matter. I want to inquire into it 
further, to find to what extent that kind of work is done. 

Mr. Higgins. It is a matter you still have under investigation? 

Secretary Wilson. It is a matter I still have under investigation; yes. 

The Chairman. Did I understand you to state you know at this time 
this information about Dr. Rusby to be true, or that you are not yet 
certain it is true? 

Secretary Wilson. No; this is the report that my inspector made. 
He is a truthful young man, of course, and I take it for granted what 
he reports is true; but we are not through with it. 


It is supposed that some attention will be paid to this sub- 
ject in the final report. Another topic to which attention is like- 
ly to be given is that of the power of the Bureau of Chemistry 
to do work that will aid in its performance of duty, although 
only indirectly so. This will probably broaden into an inquiry 
as to the powers of the department as a whole in thus doing 
work or taking action for which there was no specific warrant 
of law. The central issue in this connection seems likely to 
be that of the relation of the Bureau of Chemistry to the 
United States Pharmacopeeia. The point of view of the depart- 
ment and of the two groups in the committee is thus given in 
the report of the hearings: 


Mr, Higgins. Mr. Secretary, it anpeared in the testimony Friday that 
you had prohibited the chief of the Bureau of Chemistry and his subor- 
dinates from doing any work on the Pharmacopeeia, which is used in some 
way as a Standard, I believe, and referred to in the pure food law as a 
standard. Do you want to make any commert on that? 

Secretary Wilson. We have no more right, or jurisdiction, or authority 
to do work for these Pharmacopeeia people than we have to do work in 
petting up a newspaper, or a revision of the Bible, or something of that

Long is a member of the referee board from Chicago. There had been 
going through the papers and being stated by the chemists, and so forth, 
that the best use to which we could put benzoate of soda and the use to 
which it generally was put, was to preserve decaying vegetables and fruits. 
Dr. Long had made some extensive investigations and reported there that 
benzoate of soda would not preserve either vegetables or fruits. 

The Chairman. Did I understand you to say, in answer to Mr, Sloan, 
that there was no authority in law for this Pharmacopeia work—that it 
was absolutely forbidden by law to do this work? 

Secretary Wilson. No authority. 

The Chairman. Coming back to your idea that you can extend the 
functions of the Bureau of Chemistry, providing it is not forbidden by 
law, would you not have authority, under your construction, to permit 
Dr. Wiley to do this work if you had cared to do so? 

Secretary Wilson. No; administrative discretion can only be used in 
furtherance of the object of the law. 

The Chairman. You have frequently given your official consent and 
have paid the expenses of members of your department to go outside of 
the United States, for instance, to make scientific addresses, have you not? 

Secretary Wilson. I think I only remember one case of that kind. 

The Chairman. I am recalling my own experience of two years ago, 
and I am sure I can recall at least one instance where some one went tu 
Canada; and I think there are cther instances. 

Secretary Wilson. The law creating the 
gave the Secretary authqrity to seek information within the United States 
or out of it, and that authority is found there. I do send men, and I 
think I have several in Europe now for the purpose of getting information 
we need, 

The Chairman. In this instance, as I think I recall it, one of your 
people went to Canada, probably to make an address at a convention— 
one of your assistants.

Was not that pretty nearly as much of an extension of execu- 
tive authority as it would be to permit Dr. Wiley to perform certain work 
in connection with the Pharmacopeia?

The Chairman. Does the fact Dr. Wiley must consult the Pharma- 
copeeia, in. his. official work have any modification of your decrees in that 
matter?

These points are representative of the general issues that 
are now being permitted to enter into the consideration of the 
Department of Agriculture controversy as distinct from the nar- 
rower issues at first dealt with apropos of the Wiley dispute. 
A number of others will no doubt be passed upon, such as the 
legal basis and working of the Remsen referee board, as well 
as others of like character, but the points already indicated ex- 
emplify the kind of questions that will have to be settled. There 
is considerably more doubt what will be recommended by the 
committee for the purpose of effecting such a settlement. What 
it recommends will, moreover, depend largely upon the action, if 
taken by the administration in the meantime. There is 
general conviction that, either through administrative action or 
as a result of congressional legislation, or both, there must be 
a complete reorganization of the Department of Agriculture. 
There has been a reaction away from the notion of re-estab- 
lishing in the Bureau of Chemistry an autocracy under the 
charge of Dr. Wiley for the administration of the food and 
drugs act; but, on the other hand, it is broadly admitted that 
the conditions whereby a despotic control through the so- 
licitor’s office has been built up must be discontinued. The 
chief change looked for is conceded to be the removal of the 
present Secretary of Agriculture and the substitution of some 
one else in his place. Reviewing the stiuation generally, the 
opinion of those closest to it is that the alterations in personnel 
now demanding consideration are (1) elimination of Secretary 
Wilson; (2) elimination or transfer of Solicitor McCabe; (3) 


any, 
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elimination or reduction in grade of Associate Chemist Dun- 
lap; (4) elimination of a number of officers, not prime movers 
in the food and drugs act scandal, but incompetent or ob- 
noxious in other directions. It is believed by many that the 
easiest way of reaching that end would be the retirement of 
Mr. Wilson, with orders to his successor to make such addi- 
tional changes as seem necessary. From the standpoint of or- 
ganization the most important changes in the department to be 
considered are (1) increase of direct responsibility of the sec- 
retary’s office for the operations of the several bureaus in the 
department; (2) complete reorganization of the method of ad- 
ministering the food and drugs act; (3) curtailment of the 
power of the solicitor’s office. 

There is room for serious doubt whether a!l of these changes 
can or will be made at once, even if a more energetic head were 
installed in the department, Several of them doubtless could 
be, and some are practicable, even without a change in the sec- 
retary’s office. The view of the more intelligent congressmen 
is that the simplest way to get at the desired result will be 
through provisions in the agricultural appropriation bill. There 
is now no apparent indication that either Secretary Wilson or 
Dr. Wiley will be removed, notwithstanding positive predictions 
in various quarters, and, so far as President Taft personally is 
concerned, not the slightest intimation of any action against 
either Mr. McCabe or Dr. Dunlap has been given.

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THE NIAGARA FALLS CONVENTION 





Legislation Affecting Druggists to Be Considered—Na- 
tionai Conference on Legislation to Be Organized— 
Price Protecting Plans—Women’s Auxiliary 





HE thirteenth annual convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists, to be held at Niagara Falls, 
N. Y., during the week beginning September 11, promises to be 
largely attended by members from all parts of the country, and 
the wisdom of the executive committee in selecting this place 
of scenic interest for the convention is amply vindicated by the 
unusually large delegations from local associations that have 
signified their intention of being present. 

Perhaps the most important topic that will come before the 
convention is that of legislation; so many laws have been passed 
of late years affecting the retail druggist that conditions have 
become almost intolerable in many states, and this matter will 
be given much prominence. The proposed legislative confer- 
ence will be a big feature of the meeting, and an effort will be 
made to perfect drafts of model laws that wiil harmonize many 
of the inconsistencies of the present patchwork of legislation. 

Price protection will also receive much attention, and plans 
for overcoming the effect of the supreme court decision in the 
Miles case are promised by several members. ‘The general 
trend of opinion is that the convention will endorse a modifica- 
tion of the price protecting plan that will make the retailer an 
agent of the manufacturer until the final transfer of goods by 
sale to the actual consumer. Such a plan would be perfectly 
legal and would retain control of goods in the manufacturer’s 
hands until the final sale to the consumer. 

As usual, the women’s organization will have a prominent 
part in the doings of the week, a programme including meetings 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday having been arranged. 
There will be a spirited contest among the members for the 
honor of the various offices to enliven the proceedings, as a 
larger attendance than usual is expected. 

The convention will open Monday evening, September 11, at 
8.30, this preliminary session to be devoted to organization and 
the reception of delegates and representatives from other as- 
sociations. On Tuesday the convention will get down to busi- 
ness, beginning with the president’s address and report of the 
executive committee at the morning session. Resolutions en- 
dorsed by local associations are required to be presented at this 
session if action is desired upon them, and state delegations will 
meet after adjournment to select representatives for various 
committees. At the afternoon session the chairmen of the va- 
rious state delegations will hand in the names of persons se- 
lected for various committees at the morning caucus meetings, 
after which the reports of the secretary, the treasurer and of 
standing committees will be read and acted upon. Unfinished 
business will be attended to and resolutions received. At 8 
p. m. the president’s reception will be held, followed by danc- 
ing, etc., at the Cataract House. 

The morning session on Wednesday will consider reports of 
committees and other business, followed by sightseeing trips. 
The afternoon session will be one of the most important of the 
convention, as after the report of the committee on national 
legislation the meeting will be devoted to the discussion of na- 
tional and state laws affecting druggists and consideration of 
model laws proposed. There will be an open session of the 
committees on finance and resolutions at 8 p. m. 

Thursday will be devoted to concluding the business of the 
convention, action on the various resolutions and matters pro- 
posed and the election of officers for the ensuing year. An open 
air smoker and vaudeville in the evening will conclude the of- 
ficial features of the meeting.

SOME DRUG STORE EXPLOSIONS 





Lightning at the Prescription Desk in Philadelphia 
HILADELPHIA, Pa., September 3.—Lightning played a 
freakish prank in the storm of last week in causing an 
explosion of drugs in the store of N. H. Anthony, Third and 
Poplar streets. A bolt of lightning in some manner entered the 
prescription department while Mr. Anthony was compounding a 
prescription and played around the shelves behind him, the elec- 
tric fluid apparently jumping from one bottle to another and 
causing those affected to explode. A series of loud reports was 
the first warning that something was amiss in the store itself 
after a deafening crash of thunder, and on investigation it was 
found that a number of bottles of peroxide of hydrogen had 
exploded, scattering both glass and liquid in all directions. Why 
the lightning had selected these particular bottles is a puzzle, for 
other bottles standing near by containing other ~chemicals were 
untouched. 





A Carbolic Acid Explosion 

ADILLAC, Mich., August 26.—While Peter Torbesson, a 
local druggist, was melting a large quantity of crystallized 
carbolic acid in a tin container, there was a sudden explosion of 
the material, scattering the caustic acid over his face and body 
and causing frightful burns. It is not knowp just what caused 
the explosion, as only a moderate heat was being employed to 
melt the acid, but it is presumed that the application of direct 
heat to the container caused a sudden vaporization of the carbolic 
acid at the bottom of the mass and that the pressure thus devel- 

oped forced out the semi-liquid contents with great violence.

ance with the ethical standards demanded by the association.

The report of the telephone committee, which is the result of 
much work on the part of its members, showed that there are 
a number of pay ’phones in drug stores which fall short only by 
a few dollars of the amount required by the telephone companies 
for payment to the druggist of a commission of 33% percent. 
Pay telephones whose receipts amount to less than $180 yearly 
receive a commission of only 25 percent. on the business done, 
even if the amount collected was only a dollar or two less than 
the stipulated amount, while if the collections amount to $180 
they receive $60 in commissions. The local managers of both 
telephone companies expressed a desire to co-operate with drug- 
gists in increasing their telephone receipts, and a number of 
suggestions were made by members who had succeeded in build- 
ing up a paying telephone business. The telephone companies 
reported that 330 druggists having pay stations did a business 
of less than $180 yearly, so the committee suggested that every 
member give the subject serious thought, as the difference in the 
amount paid by the telephone companies was considerable, and 
a very little work would secure the higher rate for them. 

The committee on transportation reported that tickets bought 
for the N. A. R. D. meeting at Niagara Falls between September 
7 and 13 would be good to return up to 11.30 p. m. of Septem- 
ber 19, and that very liberal stop-over privileges had been granted 
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by the Lehigh Valley Railroad, the one selected for the official 
train. It is expected that at least fifty members and their fami- 
lies will avail themselves of this opportunity both to attend the 
convention and to visit Niagara Falls. The following named

This is the month when the local colleges of pharmacy open 
for their scholastic year, and all the institutions report that an 
unusually large number of students are expected to matriculate. 
All of the colleges have made improvements in their laboratory 
facilities and have added much to their curricula, so that the 
reputation of Philadelphia as the center of pharmaceutical educa- 
tion of the United States will be well upheld. 

Prosecutions have been instituted against many retail druggists 
by the manufacturers of a well known brand of cigars for refill- 
ing empty boxes bearing their label with inferior cigars and 
selling them over the counter as the real article. It is under- 
stood that in the lower section of the city this practice has con- 
tinued for a long time and has made serious inroads both into 
the profits and the reptitation of the makers of this brand of 
cigars. The cigars used for filling the original boxes were bought 
from small cigar makers and were made to imitate not only the 
shape and size of the genuine, but even the bands as well. It is 
very likely that the Government will take a hand in these cases, 
as it is a violation of the internal revenue laws to place untaxed 
cigars in a box bearing a canceled stamp. 

The drug store of D. G. Kocher, at Forty-fifth and Locust 
streets, has been sold to R. G. Reynolds. Mr.+ Reynolds, a 
former member of the firm of Powers & Reynolds, had been 
compelled to relinquish business for a time on account of his ill 
health, but is now feeling so well that he feels equal to the ardu- 
ous duties of a retail druggist. 

Raymond A. Acuff, who is establishing a chain of stores 
throughout the city, has recently purchased the drug store at 
Tenth street and Erie avenue formerly owned by William Sca- 
lella. There is a sad story connected with this purchase, the 
original owner dying only a short time after a most successful 
opening of the store, his first venture as a proprietor. 

The Doylestown Drug Company, a young firm owning a 
prosperous store in Doylestown, a suburb of Philadelphia, has 
recently purchased the dwelling adjoining their store and will 
remodel it for use as an enlargement of their present quarters. 

The firm of McGarr & Hriedman, which recently purchased 
the business of Campbell & Brother, Eighteenth and Market 
streets, has been dissolved by the retirement of A. H. Friedman, 
who intends going into the cigar business as a manufacturer in 
New York. C. L. McGarr will conduct the business alone, under 
the trade name of Campbell & Brother+for the present. This 
store is one of the historic drug stores of Philadelphia, having 
been established in the early part of the last century, and many 
of the men connected with it as owners or clerks have since risen 
to high positions in the drug world. The diplomas and regis- 
tration certificates of men now prominent as manufacturers or 
scientists were proudly displayed on the walls of the old building. 
The store was once owned by the firm of Remington & Sayre, 
and later by H. K. Mulford. 

To prove that it is not only possible for a busy druggist to 
enjoy himself at a small expense, but to share his enjoyment 
with his family, E. R. Gatchell, a prominent member of the 
P. A. R. D. and owner of the drug store at Tenth and Spring 
Garden streets, is relating his experiences of trolley trips taken 
through picturesque portions of the state easily reached from 
Philadelphia. Mr. Gatchell has just returned from a trip taken 
through the southern tier of counties and declares that this is 
the best way for a city druggist to take a vacation, as it does 
not cost much and he can stop off whenever he wants to and 
talk over trade matters with a country colleague who has time 
enough away from the incessant interruptions of a city drug 
store to develop new ideas.

Pharmacy Board Gives Warning—Registered Assistants 
Cannot Run Stores Without Diploma 





Baltimore, September 5.—Undoubtedly one of the most ef- 
fective advertising schemes ever devised by any manufacturer 
of medicines are the great tower and bottle over the Emerson 
Building, in which the Emerson Drug Company has its home, on 
the northeast corner of Eutaw and Lombard streets. The bot- 
tle is about 300 feet above the pavement and constitutes the 
crown of a clock tower, the dials and figures of which can be 
seen clearly for a mile or more. Around the bottle the words 
“Bromo Seltzer” stand out during the day in‘gigantic white let- 
ters and at night in characters of flame, the bottle being lighted 
up by electricity. The bottle revolves, so that both words, 
winding around the bottle in a spiral, can be plainly seen from 
any direction. The tower, with its illuminated phial, is easily 
the most conspicuous object that greets the eye of the traveler 
on nearing the city. The Emerson Building, together with the 
Emerson Hotel, erected at a cost of more than $1,000,000, are 
twin monuments to the enterprise of the controlling figure in 
the Emerson Drug Company, and have done a great deal to 
popularize the manufacturer of the well known headache remedy 
at home. 

After Violators of Pharmacy Law 

The Maryland Board of Pharmacy is still after violators of 
the state law, which requires that registered pharmacists only 
shall be left in charge of drug stores. According to one clause 
in the law a registered assistant cannot be left alone longer 
than twenty-four hcurs, and this is one of the provisions which 
the board will endeavor to have rigidly enforced, since it opens 
the way to evasions which in effect tend to nullify the statute. 
A druggist in South Baltimore was arrested recently on the 
charge of leaving an unregistered clerk in charge, and a close 
watch is being kept for others who offend against the measure. 
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This is done for the protection of the public and also for the 
benefit of the clerks themselves, since leniency in this direction 
would put a premium on inefficiency, and competency would 
soon come to be regarded as of little account.

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Condition of Trade 


New York, September 8, 1191. 

General business in drugs and chemicals during the past two 
weeks has been of satisfactory volume, with the market practi- 
cally free from disturbing features, and now that the midsum- 
mer vacation period is about ended, increased activity is ex- 
pected in the demand for the various commodities which are 
consumed chiefly during the autumn and winter months. 
Charges in prices have again been fairly numerous, but there is 
little that is particularly new in leading articles. Opium, for 
instance, has been extremely quiet, with scarcely a transaction 
exceeding jobbing proportions. Holders, however, have not 
been disposed to force business through the medium of con- 
cessions, and prices have been steadily maintained. Reference 
was made in this column a fortnight ago to the prolonged 
drought in Europe and its probable effect on prices of many of 
the botanical roots, barks, herbs, leaves, etc. That the expecta- 
tion was well founded has been demonstrated during the period 
under review by stronger primary markets for, and material ad- 
vances in values of, arnica and German calendula flowers, 
juniper berries, Spanish saffron, condurango bark, henbane and 
stramonium leaves, German marjoram, Dutch caraway seed and 
several! commodities of minor consequence. Celery seed has 
been advanced sharply, due in part to increased strength at pri- 
mary sources of supply, but chiefly on account of advices from 
Washington to the effect that the government has appealed 
from the decision of the Board of General Appraisers, which 
permitted free entry for this article as a non-germinating seed. 
This action on the part of the government attorneys will carry 
the case to the customs court, and, pending a decision there, 
the appraisers will probably impose a duty of toc per pound on 
importations that may arrive before the case is finally settled. 
Sugar of milk has received increased attention, and large par- 
cels have been taken for export to Europe, where the output 
has been materially curtailed by reason of the drought in pro- 
ducing districts. Among the essential oils, peppermint and 
spearmint have continued strong and quotations for the latter 
have scored a sharp advance. Other oils which also are higher 
in price include bay, bergamot, lemon, geranium, tansy and 
wormwood. Primary markets for jalap are said to have been 
cleaned up by export orders direct from Europe, and in conse- 
quence the local market is stronger. Sené@ga root is firmer 
owing to scarcity, and the spot market is practically bare of 
pareira brava. Refined glycerine is again easier, with quotations 
further reduced. Among the chemicals, cream of tartar, tartar 
emetic, Rochelle salts and seidlitz mixture are lower in sympa- 
thy with weaker markets abroad for argols. White oxide of 
antimony is materially lower as a result of the collapse of the 
syndicate in Europe, which practically controlled the output and 
regulated prices. Stearic acid is moving up in value in sym- 
pathy with a stronger position of the crude material.

Balsam tolu continues to harden in price under diminishing 
supplies, and spot quotations have been marked up to 35 to 36c. 

Black haw bark of root is in materially reduced supply, with 
a consequent firmer feeling on the part of holders of the limited

Quotations have been advanced to 19 to 20c, and sales 
are reported at the inside figure. 

3urgundy pitch is firmer in sympathy with stronger primary 
markets, and quotations have been advanced to 4% to 5c. 

Camphor-monobrom is easier to the extent that manufactur- 
ers have reduced their prices 5c per pound, and the revised 
quotations are 95c to $1.05, according to quantity, the lower 
figure for 50 pound lots or over. 

Carbolic acid has continued in good demand, and, with the 
available supply materially reduced, the market is again firmer, 
with quotations for large drums further advanced to 15 to 
5c. 

Cassia fistula is higher, on account of light spot stocks, to- 
gether with higher markets abroad, and dealers have advanced 
quotations to 10c for choice grades. 

Cocculus-Indicus is slightly firmer on account of reduced 
supplies, and quotations are a fraction higher, the revised range 
being 4% to 5c. 

Condurango bark is also scarce and higher, with quotations 
showing an advance to 17 to 18c. 

Cubeb berries are slightly easier, and the revised spot quota- 
tions are 43 to 46c for whole and 45c for powdered. Foreign 
markets are cabled firm, with very little stock of grades suitable 
for shipment to this country. 

Curacao aloes are coming forward slowly from producing 
sources, and the market is firmer, with quotations advanced to 
74 to 734c as to quantity. 

Ergot is firmer on account of unfavorable crop conditions 
abroad, and indications are that the yield will be extremely 
small, especially of Spanish, and quotations for this variety 
have advanced materially in European markets. Locally the 
trend of prices is upward, and while limited quantities of Rus- 
sian might be secured at $1.15, up to $1.25 has been paid for 
Spanish, and holders are inclined to offer very cautiously and 
only in a small way. 

Gambier is firmer, with spot supplies limited and under bet- 
ter control, and the quotation has been advanced to 5c. 

German calendula flowers are decidediy higher, both here 
and in primary markets, and prices have been advanced sharply. 
The revised spot quotations are 40 to 42c, and even these figures 
are below the present import cost. 

German marjoram also is firmer under a similar influence, 
and dealers have advanced quotations to 22 to 23¢. 

Grindelia robusta is finding an average consuming outlet 
and the market is firmer, with quotations advanced to 9 to Ioc. 

Gum ammoniac, tears, show increased strength, and sales 
are reported at 20c, with a subsequent advance in the quotation 
to 22c. 

Henbane leaves are cabled higher in primary markets, and 
spot quotations have been advanced to 9 to 10c. The tendency 
is still upward, as prices abroad are above the outside figure. 

Juniper berries are firmer, owing to unfavorable crop condi- 
tions in growing districts, and quotations have been advanced to 
3 to 3c. 

Linseed oil is higher in sympathy with stronger markets for 
the seed, and crushers have advanced prices to 91 to 93c for 
raw and 92 to g4c for boiled, as to quantity. 

Long buchu leaves are a shade lower, owing to competition, 
and there are sellers at 70 to 72%4c, some business having been 
done at the inside quotation. Short are unchanged and steady 
at $1.10 to $1.15, with the market quiet. 

Menthol is weaker under a slow consuming demand, and 
quotations show a decline to $4.75 to $4.85. 

Quicksilver is lower in sympathy with a decline in the price 
of 100 flask lots, and jobbing quotations have been reduced to 
65 to 67c per pound. 

Refined glycerine is easier, with the market somewhat unset- 
tled, owing to lack of demand for the dynamite grade. Quota- 
tions have been reduced to 21%4 to 2134c for C. P. in drums or 
barrels and 2214 to 2234c in cans, and even these prices are more 
or less nominal. 
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Spanish saffron is another of the many articles affected by 
unfavorable weather conditions in the producing country, and 
the spot market is firmer, with the general quotation advanced 
to $10.75. 

Stearic acid is decidely stronger in sympathy with higher 
markets for crude material, and quotations have been advanced 
to 12 to 12%c for extra quality, 10 to 10%c for double pressed, 
and 9g to 9%c for single pressed. 

Stramonium leaves also are following an upward movement 
in values abroad, and local dealers have advanced quotations 
to 8 to 9c. 

St. Ignatius beans are firmer, owing to reduced spot stocks, 
and the quotation is advanced to 35c. 

Sugar of milk has met with an active inquiry for both home 
consumption and export, extreme drought in producing coun- 
tries abroad being responsible for the latter, and quotations 
show an advance to 11% to 12c, with very little obtainable at 
the inside figure. 

Venice turpentine is easier as a result of competition among 
dealers, and sales of true are reported at 29!%c in barrels, while 
artificial is obtainable at gc. 


Chemicals 


Bisulphide of carbon is extremely scarce, the output of man- 
ufacturers having been materially curtailed by the destruction 
of two of the larger plants, and quotations show an advance to 
30 to 40c, as to style of container, with only small parcels ob- 
tainable. 

Cream of tartar is again easier, and manufacturers’ quota- 
tions show a further reduction to 2434 to 25c, according to 
quantity. 

Powdered white arsenic is offered less freely, and the mar- 
ket is firmer, with quotations advanced to 2%c for carloads 
and up to 2%c for small quantities. 

Rochelle -salts are easier in sympathy with lower primary 
markets for crude material, together with increased competi- 
tion from the foreign product, and domestic manufacturers 
have reduced quotations Ic per pound to 19 to 19%4c, according 
to quantity. 

Seidlitz mixture is lower under the influences governing the 
easier tendency in Rochelle salts, and manufacturers’ prices 
show a decline of Ic per pound to 15% to I6c, as to size of 
order. 

Tartar emetic also is weaker in sympathy with other tar- 
tar preparations, and quotations have been reduced by manufac- 
turers to 23% to 24c for barrels, according to quantity. 

Tin oxide is easier, and manufacturers’ prices have reacted 
to the former range of 45 to 47c as to quantity. 

White oxide of antimony is weaker owing to cable advices 
to the effect that the syndicate abroad had collapsed, and spot 
quotations have been reduced to 8c for domestic and 8%c for 
foreign. 

Essential Oils 

Bay oil shows increased firmness, with quotations for choice 
grades advanced to $2.50 to $2.60. 

Bergamot oil is firmer in sympathy with a corresponding 
increase of strength abroad, and local dealers have advanced 
quotations for leading brands to $4.75 to $4.85 as to quantity. 

Cedar leaf oil is offered more freely from producing points, 
and local dealers have reduced quotations to 55 to 70c as to 
holder. 

Geranium oil of grades are firmer owing to higher import 
cost. and the revised quotations are $4 to $4.10 for Algerian, $3.80 
to $3.90 for Bourbon, and $3.60 to $3.75 for Turkish. 

Lemon oil is higher under the influence of stronger primary 
markets and spot quotations for desirable brands have been 
advanced to $1.65 to $1.70. Local dealers are said to be finding 
it difficult to replenish their stocks owing to limited offerings 
from Sicily. 

Peppermint oil appears to be gaining strength, and after sell-

Rose oil is again higher, owing to a practical confirmation of 
reports that the crop this year will show a material shortage, and 
quotations have been further advanced to $10.50 to $11, as to 
holder, 

Spearmint oil has been advanced sharply under an active con- 
suming inquiry and light available supplies, and it is doubtful 
whether $4 can be shaded. 

Tansy oil is in light available supply and firmer, with quota- 
tions advanced to $2.25 to $2.35. : 

Wormwood oil is firmer, owing to light stocks both here and 
at sources of supply, and spot quotations have been advanced to 
$7 to $7.25. 

Roots 

Burdock root is firmer both here and at primary sources of 
supply, and spot quotations are advanced to g to Ioc. 

Carthagena ipecac is in exceedingly small supply, and holders 
are firmer in their views, quotations showing an advance to $2.20 
to $2.25. 

Dog grass is a shade higher under the influence of stronger 
primary markets, and quotations have been marked up to 6 to 
6c. 

Helonias root is becoming scarce and the market is firmer, 
with quotations advanced to 32 to 33c. 

Jalap is stronger owing to reports that buyers for foreign 
account have practically purchased all available in primary mar- 
kets, and spot quotations have been advanced to 35 to 36c. The 
tendency is still upward, and a good market is confidently pre- 
dicted. 

Kava kava is in more liberal supply, and, with the recent 
stringency relieved, the tone of the market is easier, and quota- 
tions have been.reduced to 42% to 45c. 

Pareira brava is extremely scarce. In fact, the spot market 
is practically bare and dealers are not naming any quotations. 

Senega root continues scarce both here and in primary mar- 
kets, and local dealers have further advanced quotations to 55 to 
56c as to quantity. 

Seeds 


Celery seed is decidedly stronger under the influences men- 
tioned in the general introductory paragraph cf this report, and 
quotations have almost doubled during the past two weeks. Up to 
25c is reported to have been paid, and limited quantities might 
still be secured at this price, but some holders are quoting 28c. 

Celchicum seed is reported scarce and higher in primary mar- 
kets, and these influences, together with unfavorable weather 
conditions for the new crop, have caused a firmer feeling among 
local holders, and spot quotations have been advanced to 16 to 
18c. The trend is still upward, as the present import cost is 
fully up to spot values. 

Dutch caraway seed shows increasing firmness, and the gen- 
eral inside quotation is 5'4c, at which several bags have been 
sold. 

German large fennel seed has more than doubled in price 
within the past week, and the market closes with a decidedly 
strong undertone. The stock of old is light and closely con- 
centrated, and the new crop will undoubtedly be siort, and, it 
is claimed, ‘of inferior quality. |All obtainable up to 22c has 
been bought up, and holders offer very sparingly at 25 to 30¢, 
as to quality and quantity. 

Italian anise seed is cabled higher abroad, owing to unfa- 
vorable crop conditions, and spot quotations have been ad- 
vanced to 8% to Qc, as to quality and quantity. 

Larkspur seed continues strong, with the available supply 
extremely small. Sales have been made at the unusual price 
of $1.75, and in some instances holders are asking $2, with of- 
fers restricted to small jobbing parcels. 

Russian anise seed also is higher under a similar influence, 
and local dealers have advanced quotations to 6 to 6%4c. 
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Food and Drug Department of 
the National Civic Federation 


Seth Low, as president of the National Civic Federation, 
has issued a call for a meeting of the recently formed pure food 
and drug department of the federation, to be held on Wednes- 
day, September 27, in the rooms of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation, 203 Broadway, to organize the de- 
partment and decide on the plan and scope of the work it will 
undertake. 

The new department is composed of members of the Na- 
tiona! Association of State Food and Dairy Departments, the 
American Public Health Association, the American Federation 
of Labor, the Railroad Brotherhoods, the National Grange 
Patrons of Husbandry, the Farmers’ National Congress, the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ Association, the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation and the United States Brewers’ Association and also 
includes fifteen manufacturers. 

The question of what the actual situation is today in this 
country with reference to the enforcement of the federal and 
state pure food and drug laws, and the changes in legislation 
and in administration which would most safeguard the people 
against alleged food and drug adulterators, misbranders and 
short weighers will be considered at the first session of the 
meeting, of which there likely will be two sessions. Mr. Low 
will preside, and representatives of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will be in attendance.
